Univer the fuperintendance of 
the Paftors or Clergymen, fmali 
books of inftruction might be difiri- 
buted, to improve the moments df 
leifure of fuch prifonefs as are;ca- 
pable of reading; and to thofe who 
cannot read, fome éf the prifoners 
by {mall premiums might be in- 
duced to inftru& the ignorant in 
reading and writing, to cnable 
them at leaft to perufe the moft fa- 
cred of all books. 

By focial attentions, reciprocal 
and benevolent fentiments are pro- 
moted; a degree of family love is 


‘kindled; and by encouragement the 


flame may be extended to the com- 
munity at large. And hence the 
moft durable reformation might re- 
fult.; not from the dread of punith- 
niet, not by chains of iron, bat by 
chains more binding and cvercive, 
the love of focial order, virtue, and 
religion ; reftraints againtt vice 
more adamantine than iron. 

Much to the credit of the Magif- 
tracy, it muft be acknowledged, 
that peculiar attention is paid by 
many of thei to the ftate of the 
prifons under their refpe@ive ju- 


rildi@ions; and a large portion of 


their time is devoted to their im- 


‘provement, and the due manage- 


ment of the prifoners contined 
within them ‘This is particularly 
applicable to county gaols, fuper- 
intended by juttices of the peace, 
who are ufually'gent}ymen of for- 
tune, ‘education, and liberality. 
The miagiftrates of cities:and bo- 
roughs ase more tenacious of their 
privileges; and, as they ate miagjf- 
trates tromt their official fityation, 
they have {carcely. time to become 
acquainted with their duties and 
functiuns before they are _—— 
an

I know not how I can better 
ferve the caufe of humanity, than 
by tranimitting any fingular or af- 
fecting cafe to you; whofe pen as 
‘well ds -profefiional abilities are fo 
frequently employed in foftening 
the forrows of diftreis. After 
having vifited twenty prifons in the 
interior of England, I am now got 
to the extremity of Wales, where 
the fimall falary attached to the of- 
fice of gaoler generally fixes the ap- 
pointment in a perfon who cxercifes 
tome other bufinefs to eke out a 
livelihood. Such is the cafe here 
(Beeumaris). The falary of the 
gaoler (who appears to be a man of 
humanity) was 1ol. per ann. It is 
now reduced to five; the reafon I 
cannet Jearn. Like moft of the 
Welth prifons, this is very infe- 
cure; a conviét made his eicape 
about three weeks ago. Of the five 
cells for felons, two only are fit to 
fleep in ; the other three are dark, 
damp, and ill ventilated. They 
have conftant communication with 
the debtors, by two iron pallifa- 
ded doors in the divifion wall. 
There is no water but what is 
fetched daily by the keeper. This 
very necetlary article might be laid 
on from a fine fpring, not one hun- 
dred yards diitant. The debtors’ 
day-room has a mud floor: the town 
wall forms one fide, and from its 
dampnets is, during the winter, a 
continual puddle. Pigs, ducks, 
and poultry in general are kept in 
the debtors’ court, and athes heaped 
in one corner. {thas not been vi- 
fited for thefe laft teven years, or 
any report of its ftate made by the 
magifirates. ‘There are neither 
foap, towels, nor fuel, allowed by 
the county. No mops, brooms, or 
pails, to keep the prilon clean ; the 
filthy flate in which 1 found it is

therefore not to be wondered at 
The number of debtors here are 
three ; one of whom has been con- 
fined nearly eight years; and he 
keeps a litde fchool. His cafe is 
complicated and difireiling ; - for, 
without his creditors fhould forgive 
his debt, he muit remain here for 
lite. My remarks in«this wretched 
gaol I left with a tiebjle Lord*, 
who is almoft adored in this county, 
and through whote benevolence, I 
truft, they will be produdtive: of 
good effect. . 
‘At Bregon, the female cotitiGs 
compluined-29 me of being half 
tiarvéd {not having the king's allow- 
ance of 2s. 6d. a week). They 
were literally half naked, withoiit 
thoes and ftockings, and (thocking 
to humanity !) very heavily pousie 
ronkD. ‘Lhis \unjuttifiable* and 
exceilive feverity 13-one of the 
confequences of a keeper. having 
bufine(s to engage his attention at a 
diftance trom the prifon. 

At Montgomery,. three lunatics 


were confined with thefelons, one of 
whom hadan iron collar round his 
neck, to which was attached abeut 
fix yards of chain, fo that, likea 
maftitl dog, he could walk to the 
end, and no farther. He complained 


to me that it hurt his breaft bone, 
which I examined and found galled. 
The next morning I vifited the. pri- 
fon again, accompanied by Mr. 
Lioyd, one of the aéting magif- 
trates, who humanely ordered the 
collar to be taken off, and tome 
other aéts of mercy to be extended 
to the prifoners. One wing of the 
houfe of induftry might be very ufe- 
fully appropriated to thefe unhappy 
perfons. 

This letter, begun at Beaumaris, 
is finifhed at Caernarvon, where, I 
am forry to fay. I finda lunatic coa- 
fined with a felon; and a woman 
(committed fora petty theft) inirons. 
I was in hopes this favage ng 
been diicontinued, not having feen 
it (thefe two iudtances excepted) 
duringthe lait 16 years. I fincerely 


with that the magiftrate, by raifing

in October with her .brood to the 
fea-fide, where the ttays till March, 
and tlien joins her partner again. 
What becomes of the yofing is not 
eaty to conceive; for thefe birds 
never re-appear in fuch pumerofity 
as they depart in, avy more than 
the Latioss do. Before they 
wing their way to winter-quar- 
ters they ate like the twal- 
lows, and in the month of Septem- 
ber may be found ailembled on com- 
mons in the day-time, and on wil- 
low-pollatds in the night. If a gan 
be fired about funfet near their reoti- 
trees, the whole hoft fly up, and fil 
the air with a twittering that is per- 
fe&ly melodious, although it is the 
ery of alarm.

He accom- 
panied Sir Eyre Coote, in 1739, in 
the 84th regiment to India; and in 
1762, under Major Adams, was 
greatly inftrumental to the re-eftab- 
lithment of Jaffier Ali Cawn into 
his former ftation in Bengal. 

He married, 1767, Alicia, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Gilbert, canon of Salif- 
bury; who died 1786, leaving one 
fon. 

Mr. G. married fecondly, 1788, 
the honourable Charlotte Bouverie, 
who furvives him, without iffue ; 
whofe ample fortune was never in 
Mr. G's power, nor was emolument 
to his fon the inducement to that 
connexion. 

Mr. G's purfuits were always di- 
reGted by benevolence. As a ma- 
gittrate, he ftudicd the welfare of 
mankind, As a membcr of Parlia- 
ment, he ever voted with the con- 
ftitution. It may truly be faid, that 
few men fupported a refpectab! 
ftation in life with fo much inte- 
grity, or did fo much for the benefit 
of mankind. . 

He bequeathed gcol. to each of 
the parithes of which his father had 
been incumbent, for the eftablith- 
ment of a charity-ichool. as Pg

fion, briefly fate the outline of my 
pe. in hopes that, when my defign is 
cxnown, I thall be favoured with the 
affiftance of thofe who have turned 
their thoughts to the fubject. 

My iatention is, to give an hiftorical 
account of the Coinage of Britain, and 
its dependencies, from the earlieft pe- 
riod ef which any autiteatic docu- 
ments can be obtained, to the prefent 
time. To fiate the rife, progrels, and 
decline, of the feveral Mints, with 
their conftitution, lifis of their officers, 
&e. But as it is by no means my fole 
him to gratify Antiquarian curiofity, [ 
fhail endeavour to render my work 
practically uleful, by fhewing, from 
the examples both of antient and mo- 
dern times, that the principles on 
which our coinage has been conducted 
are erroneous, being founded on a mif- 
taken idea of the nature of mdney, con- 
fidered as a medium of exchange. That 
the ground-work is radically defeRive, 
is evident from the numerous flatutes 
whieh have been found neceffary, frona 
time to time, to prop the fuperfiruc- 
ture raifed upon it; which, notwith- 
flanding’ all thefe fupports, is now 
fhaken to iis foundation, and is inca- 
pable of repair in its antient form, but 
muft be taken down and totally re 
edified. : 

If it be the proper defign and inten- 
tion of coinage to form, atan immenfe 
expence, what will be fo fuddenly 
taken out of circulation, that it may be 
fairly faid to be ulelefs to the publick ; 
and to lead the unprincipled part of the 
community, by {trong temptation, to 
the comnutlion of crimes which the 
Legiflature has feen fit to punith with 
death ; then unquefiionably the mode 
which has hitherto been adopted necds 
not to be abandoned. 

Bat if it onghi to be the legitimate 
view of coinage to produce, without 
expence to the tiate, a circulating me- 
dium, which will facilitate exchange 
by the readinefS with which its value 
may be appreciated, and which will 
continue to circulate, becaufe a ceriain 
proportion of its worth will vanifh with 
the change of its form ; to dimivith the 
nitniber of thofe who are likely to be ex- 
pofed to the temptation of d¢ounter- 
feitinz, by a fuperiority of execution to 
which but few ariifts are equal ; and to 
weaken the force of the temptation by 
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Jeflening that profit which is its chiof 
firength ; if thefe ought to be its views, 
we fhould do well to coniider whether 
the prefent mode is adapted to anfwer 
any one of then. 

One point in the old fyfiem feems 
now te be given up. The dollars if- 
fued at this time are made current for 
more than their intrinfic worth. So 
far this is well, as it will prevent their 
being carried to the melting-pot; but, 
as they wan that fecurity from forgery, 
which exquifite workmanfhip alone 
can give, this very flep will caufe them 
to he insmediately counterfeited. 

Such ever was, and fuch ever will 
be, the confequence of haif-meafures.

drawn by Vitruvius muii‘ever be 
regretted by his commentators; and, 
according to Perrault, the text alfo 
might be deemed as effeciually low as 


the drawings ; for he fays, of this ver- 


bal defcription of the Ionic capital, the 
text is obfcure, of doubtful authensi- 
city, replete with the blunders of inat- 
tentive copiefis, &c.: but is it not fur- 


prifing that, impreffed with fuch a con- 
vidtion, he fhould have attempted to 
fend forth an lonic capital according to 
Vitruvius! Jocundus acknowledges 
that on collating a number of MSS. he 
found different readings; but thisis what 
has happened to all antient works tran{- 
mitted to pofterity by manual tranferi- 
bers: but though Jocundus has net 
noted the particular corrections made 
in his edition ; yet from other copied it 
it found that the different readings cen- 
fifl in corrections of grammatical, and 
nat technical, inaccuracies ; for which 
Vitruvius himfelf modelily afks the in- 
du!gence of his readers ; fome of thefe 
are fill uncorreéied, as donicum, cile- 
faciumtur, e inflead of @, &e. But 
where technical documents are aflecied, 
Jocundus was indefatigable in collating 
Mss, and fearching after antique re- 
tains to afiift in refioring the genuine 
reading ; and in the few occurrences 
wherem he could obtain no light, which 
in the courfe of fuch a multifarious 
work mult fometimes be the cafe, he 
obtraded not his own conjediures, but 
Jeft-things, he tells us, as he found 
them. Yet after all this indufiry, if we 
are to be led by Perrault, we mut 
tcarce admit, iu this lonic capital's de- 


fcriptiqn, a fingle line for authentic : 
but the reader will prefently fee the fu- 
tility of his correclions and conjectures, 

Vitruvius, after eftablifhing, by a di- 
vifion of the diameter of the column, 
the extent and height of the capital, 
fays, “ Recedendum autem efi ab ex- 
treme abaco in interiorem partem fron- 
tibus volutarum parte duilelachen et 
ejus dimidia.” i.e. ‘4 There muft be 
funk inwards at the fronts of the vo- 
lutes an eighteenth part and an half from 
the extremity of the abacus.” Now 
this mealure is exacily. five minutes. 
For as Vitruvius orders the diameter ta 
be divided into 18, in order to give 19 
fuch paris to the extent of the abacus, 
fo he orders one eighteenth and § for 
the secefs == 5 minutes. But becaule 
this projeftvre of 5 minutes accorded 
not with Perrault's prepoffeltion in fa- 
vour of the lefs projeciure in fone re- 
mains of the Roman autique, he pro- 
clainnd a corruption of the text, and 
that copiells blandered on the word 
duodevigefima infead of duodecimg ; and 
as the imieger in the text, viz. the dia- 
metee of the column, evidently foiled 
him, and rendered his fuppofition ab- 
furd ; he attempted the fupport of his 
correction, pe wr, by another con- 
jecture fill more ridiculous, that Vitru- 
vius had wrote duodecima, and forgot 
to meution the integer which he divid- 
ed into twelve, and tells us he ought to 
have wrote duodecima parte et 1s di- 
midia craffitudjnis ftotins capityli !!! 
This thrice admirable correction of 
Perraul’s is a confirmation of the 
charge repeatedly exhibited in thefe Let- 
ters againft him, that he was morg in- 
tent on recommending his own cou- 
jelures than the fenfe of Vitruvius. 

In fine, the beauty refulting from the 
exa& obfervance of the difpofition of 
the parts and judicious fvmmetries 
clearly aught by the text as publifhed 
by Jocundus, will at once enfure iis 
univerfal preference to every other de- 
vice of this lonic capital, and will be a 
ftanding proof againtt Perrault and other 
innovators, of the authenticitv of the 
text, whence are taken its fymmetries, 
as follow : 

The volute, as in No. XVII and 
XVIII. Fillet of abacus 1? minute 
high, 312 projeéture from central line : 
the cyma reverfa 31 high, projecture 
under the fillet 303, over the rim of 
volute 271; face of rim under the aba- 
cvs, in middle of capital, projecture

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the cymatium (called ovelo) 63 high, 
projetlure 35 ; afiragal $2 high, pro- 
jeclure 285 ; fillet under the afiragal 1 # 
high, projeAure 262; contraction of 
fhaft under the fillet and (weep25projec- 
ture. ‘The reformed capital of Michael 
Angelo is in general ufe ; but when the 
anuent capital is required, the rim of 
volutc on the flank is 43 thick, aud a 
fall groove cut in the middle, and a 
fillet a little funk behind out of the 43, 
at which the points of the leaves termi- 
nate: the fwell of the belt projects 
equal to the ovolo in front; its defeent 
from foffit of abacus 193, turning up 
inveards, fo as to clear the aftragal only, 
which muft be feen all round the top 
of the fhaft: the breadth of the belt 
fhould be about 8 minutes, and it 
fhould approach the foffit of the abacns 
ina hollow fweep, funk equal to the 
ground of the rim tm front; fillets on 
each fide the belt in 14 minutes defcent 
from foffit of abacus, from thele fillets 
{pring leaves, whereof the contour firli 
{wells into a round, then finks iato a 
hollow, and gracefully rifes to termi- 
nate on the edge of the fillets behind 
the volutes. The water leaf, as it is 
called by carvers, well fuits this fitua-, 
tion, Yours, &c.

cellity of a correétion! See P—i—'s 
letter, Gent. Mag. vol. LX XII, part 2, 
page 1179,—Obfervator alfo, in the 
cited pofifeript, has obliged us with Mr. 
Newton's tranflation of the term crepi- 
dines of Vitruvius, i. c. footings, which 
he fays is, no doubt, the true meaning 
of the author ; but though, no doubt, 
he has feen Mr. Newton's tranilation 
of the words in the Ich. and iti book 
of Vitruvius, Dipteros autem o&a/lylos 
wee ti eft ades Quirini dorica, et Z- 
phe Diane louica, he has not dif- 
vbliged hintielf fy far as to infer: his 


tranflation of this paflage, well perceiv~ 
ing it expofes the whimfical invention 
of his dodecafiyle ZEphefian Diana. 
And why Mr. Newton's terin footings 
is here brought forward appears not, 
for by it he maft mean the fume as 
P—t—'s {allies of the platform over the 
upper rifer ; and thefe fallies of fieps 
are valgarly called nofings.—By this 
opportunity, P—t— begs leave 10 re- 
commend to your Correfpondent In- 
velligator, who flill amuies himfelf 
with the dodecaftyle invention, to col- 
late the 23 ch. xxxvi book of Pliny’s 
Natural Hittory with the 14 ch. itid. 
In the 23 ch. ‘he tells us, the height of 
the columns in the Ephefian Diana 
was a third part of the breadth of the 
temple, and this breadth he gives, in 
the 14 ch. at 220 feet, the height ofthe 
eolumn; then, incleding the baje and 
capital, favs Pliny, is a third of the 
breadth = 73 feet 4 inches: and by his 
cautionfly mentioning the addition of 
the bafé and, capital m this place, is 
proof enough that when in the 14th ch. 
he fays, the columns were 60 feet high, 
he meant only the fhaft without bafe 
and capital. ‘Thus are the two pallages 
of Pliny reconciled. But let Inveliiga- 
tor try his fkill in reconciling the dode- 
caftyle to tuch an height ef column !

This fubjeci is, I think, in 
fone meafare connected with one pro- 
pofed in your Magazine for September 
lait, in the review ef Mr. Voung's 
publication, entitled ‘The Evidence 
of Relation between our prefent Exitt- 
ence and furare State."—As no trivial 
oblervations of mine can. in the leait 
affe& any thing that may hereafier be 
faid on the fame fubje& ; the following 
refleciions on “ Continued Confciou!- 
nefs” may perhaps find admithon into 
your pages, as the mere amu/ement of 
an idle hour. 

If, then, inftin& ceafes to exifl at the 
very inflant that the fpark of animat 
life is extinguithed ; it ts, becaufe they 
are fo entirely dependent om, and blend- 
ed with, each other, that when the 
body petithes, no confcioulicls can 
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not a refurreciion, but an a& of crea- 


poflibly remain. And, on the con- 
trary, if reafon lives, it is, and muti Le, 
becaufle, as before ftated, it is con{cious 
of an exiflence, difiinét from its con- 
nexion with matter; which con{ciouf- 
nels, therefore, multi of courfe remain, 
afier its union with matter fhall be 
diffolved. For, if the foul is immortal, 
it cannot by any partial change of ex- 
ternal circumftances lofe the aflur- 
ance of its identify. The body perithes, 
and inftin& is no more! But why does 
inttin& alfo perith ? Becaufe it is evi- 
dent, on a firict examination of its qua- 
lities, that it cannot retain a confciouf- 
nefs of exifience, when feparated from 
matter. And, on the very fame ac- 
count, if the foul, at the hour of diffo- 
lution, loft its powers of reflection, and 
could no longer retain a recollection of 
the paft, i¢ mufi alfo perith. It is eafy 
enough, indeed, to afért, without 
proof; but, if I mittake not, the above 
pofition may be proved. When the 
component parts of any created being 
are diffolved, that being, of necetlity, 
ceafes to exift. No one will affert that 
this does nat hold good with refpeét to 
the human body ; convidtion every way 
furrounds ns.’ But if it is true with re- 
fpeét to the body, it muft alfo be true 
with reference to the foul..- We have 
then only to inquire, what are the 
component parts, or rather attributes, 
of the fpirit, or foul of man? They 
are thefe which follow : reafon, reflec- 
tion, recolleétion, anticipation, and a 
knowletlge of its ownexifience! At the 
very inflant, therefore, that the foul 
fhall be divefled of thefe inherent 
owers, it will, /rom that very inftant, 
annihilated, But it will, perhaps, 
be objeGed, that if the body is not an- 
nihilated at its diffolation, but merely 
decompofed fora feafon, the fame may 
likewile be aflerted of the foul. This 
allumption, however, cannet be ad- 
mitted as true. Why does the brute 
die, to live ne more? Becaufe its in- 
fiinAs ceafe to be, in the moment when 
the corporeal organs, by which they 
were a¢iuated, are diffolved. And, if 


the rational foul, the inflin@s, and the ~ 


material portion of man, were at ence 
tw be divefied of thofe qualities which 
are effential to their being, Ae allo 
wonld perifh for ever; but the foal re- 
mains immutably the fume, and alike 
confcious of its own exiftence, «hen 
the body and its inflin&s are mingled 
with the duft. To renew a foul and 
body that had been diflolved, would be, 


tion ; but to.cojlect the {catered parti- 
cles of a fubfiance which had Amply 
been diffevered, and to re-unite them 
in a glorified ftate, to a foul, which has 
not for a fingleinftant loft its confcioul- 
nefs, or, ia other words, ceafed to exiit, 
is not to make a new creature ; but to 
exalt that which is, to a full higher de- 
gtee of excellence, and to clothe it with 
thie perfection of beauty. The mode 
may vary, but the identity is the fame. 
One difficulty here occurs; how can 
this confeioufnels of exiftence be fup- 
pofed inherent in the fouls of infants, 
or of idiots; who never were aware 
even of their own being? What then 
becomes of their reafon, their refleGion, 
their recollection, and their knowledge? 
This difficulty, however, may, F think, 
be determined as follows: When the 
foul of man is matured by a long refi- 
dence in the body, its prmcipal powers 
are at length fo far developed, an: the 
rudiments of that knowledge, which is 
to exift eternally, are fo firmly fixed, 
that they can Wy no cafualty be ctiaced; 
whereas in infants and idiots the cafe 
is reverfed. The foul with tte has 
not opened into bloom ; but is, as yet, 
in the very bud and germ ef its crea- 
tion. It is not imperfect in itfelf, but 
the organs by which it is to act are in- 
capable of conveying thofe fenfations 
which are requifite to expand its inhe- 
rent powers of action ;,or the machine 
is incomplete, and the {mothered {park 
of reafon cannot be lighted into flame. 
When death, therefore, fhall diffolve 
this myfiic union, the foul which has 
been enabled to exert its inherent pow- 
ers (even though théy may for a fea- 
fon have been deranged by mental 
darknefs) fhall ftill retain the con- 
feioufnefs that they have been exerted. 
** We fhall be changed in a moment, 
in the twinkling of au eve."—The fen- 
fation will probably be fach as often 
takes place, when, although the bodily 
fan&tions are fufpended, the foul re- 
mains collefed in itfelf; unable, ine 
deed, to aGiuate the body, but {till fen- 
fible of every abject which furrounds 
it. Such, it is reafonable to imagine, 
will be our fate at the moment of death. 
The foul will be pafive, but fill retaia 
its confcioufnefs, excepting where that 
confcionfnefS mav, for an infant, ir 
the mere tranfi from death to life, be 
overpowered by fuffering. But then 
the clond will mftantly pafs away, and 
the dream of deatla be cicarly, aud «if 

dinctly 
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tin@ly remembered. But on thofe 
fouls which have never acquired the 
knowledge of their own exiftence, we 
may imagine, death will produce an 
effe& widely differing from the former ; 
the moment of diffolution will be to 
them the dawn of knowledge ; the con- 
fcioufnefs of their being will then firft 
m from above ; and the 
day-fpting of eternity will difclofe at 
once the fources of trath and happinels, 
unincumbered with thofe clouds of 
ignorance, and mifts of ertor, which 
embarrafs the foul in the infancy of bu- 
man life. Still, ee eo

The obje@, on the other hand, of 
this paper is, to fuggefi, that, fhould it 
be attempted, this queftion can never 
be fatisfaciorily difeufled, without a 
previous inquiry into the hiftory -of 
Speech. Of fuch an inquiry I can find 
no traces in any authors antient or mo- 
dern, Some Be treated, indeed, of 


.the erigin of fpeech; bat that, even 
when cleared up to univerfal fatisfac- 
tion, will vot anfwer the prefent pyr- 
pote. My aes is, to trace its hifiory 


‘fiom the earlicR ages to the prefent 
‘time, with the fame accuracy and dil- 
play of antiquary learning that may be 
found in works which trace the hiflory 
of civil or ecclefiaftic inftitutions, or of 
buildings, cities, &e. | would Girt 
endeavour to reprefent {peech in its ori- 
ginal and crude fiate, that is, when 
men fpoke only when they hed fome- 
thing to fay ; and from fuch fmall be- 
ginuings to mark out all the improve- 
ments and refinements introduced in 
varipus ages, and by various nations, 
down to the prefent time, when the 
having fomething to fay is but a fe- 
‘condary confideration with {peakers: 

I know not what the opinion of my 
readers may be when they read this 
hafly ousline ; but it appears to me that 
I have opened a very wide ficld of in- 
quiry, and have thrown out a hint 
which might eafily be expanded into 
three or four quartos, printed on the 
beft wire-wove paper, and enrbellifhed 
with plates by the beft artifis. And 
this, I hope, will piain!y appear when | 
defeend to a more minute analyfis of 
the fuppofed coments of this great 
work. ‘The Hiftorian, for example, 
alier getting through the dark and rude 
ages, when men (poke ouly becaule

they had fomething to fay, a period 
which it will be very difficult for him 
to enliven by anecdotes, may proceed 
to inveftigate the precife time when 
{peaking became talking. ‘Talking will 
of courle lead him to confider the va- 
rious tpecies into which talking branch- 
ed out, in various nations; and it will 
confequently require a great deal of cu- 
rious refearch, to difcover the origin of 
chattering, jabbering, pratiing, and 
other fpecies of verbiage, in France and 
different parts of the Continent. It will 
alfo be a very interefling inquiry, after 
having proved that there was a time in 
which men {poke only when they 
wanted fomething, to dilcover the pre- 
cife period when they firft aflembled for 
no other purpole than {peaking, or what 
is now termed couverfation. This fub- 
ject will likewife admit of many digref- 
fions and leffer inquiries, particularly 
that very important one, at what time 
arofe the cuftom of four or five perfons 
{peaking togerher? If this fhould be 
traced to the Wittenagemot, or to tht 
early Parliaments, it may throw fome 
light on the confufions of the times, 
and perhaps account fer certain incons 
fiftencies inlaw and government, which 
have gteaily perplexed our Euglifh Hif- 
torians. 

Another branch of inquiry might be, 
into the Rife and Fall pw Aon ftating 
their ancient utility, and by what means 
the breed became almoft extinet in mo- 
dern nations. Some fhrewd inuendos 
might here he introduced on the nature 
and properties of Silence, what benefits 
fome individuals have reaped from it, 
and how, iu certain political arrange- 
ments, it has been as regularly bought 
and fold, as it is poflibleto buy and 
fell any negalive queluv. The time 
might likewrfe firrobably be fixed, when 
it was. neceflary to compel filence by 
that fome re- 
mains of hearing may vet be traced, but 
not without a good deal of attention, 
in our churches, and courts of law.— 
Upon the whole, a very affeGiing epi- 
fode might be introduced to the me- 
mory of departed hearers, and a pathe- 
tic difplay made of domeltie fociety at 
thofe diliant ages when fome {poke and 
fome lifiened.—I know not whether 
under this head, likewife, a chapter 
might not be devoted to the invention 
of cards, moll whimfically intended to 
prevent the ufe of fpeech, and, yet more 
whiwfically, for the prefervation of ah- 
feut characters Whoever has been with- 

im 
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in the found of a quadrille table, muft he 
fenfible that shere is great room here for 
invefiigation ; and whoever has wit- 
nefled the furious burfts of fpeech in the 
dealing intervals of a game at whit, 
will be able to paint in their genuine 
horrors, the awful confequences of 
pent-up words. 

The Hiftorian, having beftowed many 
luminous periods on thefefubjects, might 
next open a new field of inveftigation, 
by inquiring into the origin of Whitpers, 
which, I hambly think, he might ea- 
fily trace to the barbarous laws of our 
anceftors, refpecing ehurches, fenates, 
courts of law, and a few other places, 
where it is abfusdjy thought, that one 
man only fhould {peak, and all the reft 
lifien; as if this was poflible, in the 
ehurch, for infiance, ‘vlerc people fel- 
dom meet but once a week, and where, 
confequently, there muft be a number 
of appuintments to fettle, difappoint- 
ments to regret, dretles to be criticifed, 
marriages to be foretold, and other mat- 
ters arranged, which furely can never 
be accomplithed fo eafily as when the 
parties are within ear-fhot of one ano- 
ther. it might alfo be inquired, at 
what time whifpering was introduced 
as a circulating mediom for perfonal 
hiftory, and family anecdote, and when, 
and in what cafes, it is to be tolerated 
in company, and ender what regula- 
lions. 

From whifpering, the tranfition 
would be eafy to thofe parts of tpeech 
which the Hifierian umght prove were 
totally wnknown to wankind in the 
early ages. | mean, nods, winks, and 
fhrugs. Thofe who have hitherto 
treated of the faculty of fpeech, dwell 
mach upon what they call its organs, 
and are very profound on the tongue, 
the lips, the teeth, Xe. but wholly 
omit the eves, the curvature of the neck, 
and the motion of the fhoulders, al- 
though it is notorioully kuown that in 
our tunes, thefe are.a fource of eclo- 
qnence, full of perfaafion, and very 
tinate in informaiion. ‘ The tongne,” 
fays a very aucient anthor, ** ts au un- 
ruly member.” It was wile, therefore, 
in refining fpeech, to make ufe of mem- 
bers which are more within our com- 
mand, wake lefs and vet are 
equally communicative. A sto the lan- 
guage of the eyes, there is fome reafon 
to think itis of confiderable anugqeuin 
buat, if our Hifiorian withes to be ebo- 
juent on this fubject, 1 would advife 
him to confult as many as pofl 
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his female acquaintance. In invefligat- 
ing the origin of winks, however, nods, 
and fhrugs, he will again be obliged to 
cenfure the barbarity of fome of our 
laws, particularly the law of libels, by 
which the detail of a choice bit of news 
is taken wholly out of the province of 
the tongue, and confined to thole hie- 
6 ger which the eyebrows, the 
head, and the floulders compofe. And 
hence, by the wav, it is, that certain 
anecdotes are faid to be dragged in 
‘head and fhoulders.” Be this as it 
may, the law of libels unqueftionably 
firfi impofed the neceflity of fpeaking 
in this manner. It originated in France 
when an arbitrary pow er; but at this 
moment, if my information be not in- 
correct, itis brought to fuch perlecion 
in that couutry, as to be the only mode 
in which political topics are dilcutied 
—With us its principal ufe is in circa- 
lating little anecdotes of one’s neigh- 
bours, and, occafionally, in replying 
to the commands or wifhes of parents 
and guardians. In the City it is found 
of confiderable fervice in tranfactions 
between borrowers and lenders, and 
generally puts a final tiop to the tmpor- 
tunities of the former. On ‘Change, 
too, it is frequently ufed ; and fome 
eminent merehants and bankers have 
attained fo great perfefiion in the wink 
and fhrag langnage, that if they de- 
{eribe a man’s affairs in it, it is an in- 
fallible fign of a whereas. 

I have now fuggefied my plan, as 
far as the limits of this payer wit admit ; 
but it is probable that av lhuudred col- 
Jaieral topics might be treated to enlarge 
the volumes, without invading that 
breadth of margin which is now ac- 
counted fo ornamental. But thefe wil! 
readily occur to the gentlemen who 
fhall undertake to execute what T have, 
] muft fav, f> ingenionfly planned ; 
and when IT thus unfold my fchemes 
for the public good, I hope 1 Mail 
refcve the name of one Preosrcror at 
leafi, from the imputation: fo generally 
advanced againti them: nainely, that 
they are a felfith and interefled Face of 
men, Whole habits ought ever to be 
rufiv. and thei poverty proverbial. 

If it fhould be afked what will be 
the probable refoli of all this? wil! 
it end in’ proving what Ciecro and 
Locke have Icft as a matter of douln, 
that mankind had betrer been without 
fpeech? "To this 1 beg leave to an- 
fwer, that althouch in fo elaborate a 
werk as 1] have projpeéed, the reader 
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will often be toffed between pro and 
cua; yet, under all the circumfances of 
modern times, it will be proved that 
fpeech is yet highly ufeful. It will be 
proved that, although there was a time 
when men fpoke only beeaufe they had 
fomething to fay, the moderns have 
iinproved the faculty to the greateft 
polfible advantage, by fpeaking in 
defiance of the want of materials, oc- 
cation, or necefliry. Ic will be proved, 
that although there was atime when 
men {poke to be underftood, and would 
think they had thrown away their time 
and breath if they had not under- 
flood ; certain moderns have found it 
far thore convenient, and even profit- 
able to themfelves, to fpeak with no 
other view than to perplex their hearers, 
and obfcure the fubject they undertook 
to explain. If all this, or even the 
greater part of it fhould be proved, by 
the work 1 have projected, who will 
fay that this paper has been written in 
vain? @ 

I have yet one part of the plan to 
fugzefi, without which perhaps it may 
be thought I had paid a very Might at- 
tention to it. I mean, that the inge- 


nious author, in tracing the progrefs of 
fpeech, will have an opportunity of 


remarking to what jer we owe that 
perfeCion in which we now find it. 
Doubilefs this mufi give rife to many 
ingenious fpeculations, becaufe the 
fubje&t will neceflarily be involved with 
thole already mentioned, hearing, lift- 
ening, &c. It may allo afford the au- 
thor an opportunity of difplaying his 
knowledge of mutic, by a curious di- 
greffon on folos, duets, trios, quar- 
tettos, quintettos, aud otier dometiic 
vieces, that are ofually performed in 
Fie of a concert. He may alfo regret 
the difufe of certain fiyles of mufic, as 
the adagio, the andante, the dolce, the 
paftorale, and the graziozv, and the 
uoily preference given to the ad lili- 
tum, the fortiffino, the p:cfliffimo, the 
JSantafia, and the capriciojo. He may 
vet makea farther dilplay of various 


knowledge by inquiring, upon medical. 


grounds, whether f{peech was not origi- 
nally yiven in great profufion to perfons 
of fedentary and dowettic habits to fupply 
the place ofexercife? 1 once had nearly 
finithed a very acute treatife on this fub- 
ject, when I was obliged to defitt from 
not being able to find a fufficient num- 
ber of perfons of the above defcription 
to jufiify my theory. Bat this, and 
every other topic, dire&t or inciden-

tal, I thall now leave to the ingennity 
of the gentleman who may fill up the 
outline J have fketched. , 

1 have only to add, that as no fub- 
je& can be injured by an impartial in- 
vefligation into its hiflory, modern 
fpeakers will not fuffer by any compa- 
rifon that may be made between their 
cuftoms and thofe of their ancefiors. If 
our anceftors faid little, and that little to 
the purpofe, | prefume this was fuffi- 
cient for a femi-barbarous flate of fo- 
ciety. In our times, we muft encou- 
rage luxuries as well as neceflarics, and 
every one knows that talking would de- 
ferve to be reckoned the greateti of lux- 
uries, if to fome perfons it were not 
cheap, and to others painfal. If we 
have contrived, by emerging from the 
ignorance of our snaaliant. to fpeak 
without any neceffity, motive, or ob- 
jel; and are indiflerent as to being 
underfiood, and not very nice as to 
the meaning of our words; thele 
muft be reckoned among the refine- 
ments and improvements which the 
ingenuity of centuries has produced. 
The autients can deferve no praife for 
doing what necetlity diétated, aud what 
neceffity only made them repeat ; but 
furely the merit of great ingenuity muft 
be allowed to thefe who firli invented, 
or fuccefsfully profice, the art of 
* {peaking for {pexking’s fake.”

ELL knowing your valuable Re- 

politory is ever opeu to the cu- 
rious inveliigator of Nature, 1 beg 
leave through its medium to offer a few 
remarks on the phanomena preceding 
the late violent ftorm. On Thurfiay 
afternoon, Jan. 19, the atmofphere, 
which bat a little before was quite 
overcaft, feemed to be entirely on a 
blaze, for the fpace of half an hour 
before funfet, ae which it reaffumed 
its former gloomy afpect. The wind 
bezan to rife, and coutinued iodo fo 
al) night: during the greater part of 
which ii blew a mofi ¢remendous gale, 
that exceeded not only thofe of the 
clofe of December, but all that have 
been known in the memory of man. 
To what are we to auribute the aboye 
florid appearance ; which I have re- 
marked generally precedes a heavy 
gale, as the Bull's eve does the burr- 
cane? Is it owing to the rays of the 
Sun being refiedted by the humid par- 
ticles floating in the air? If fo, I fup- 
pofe we may fafcly infer we are in the 
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foot of arainbow. Or is it owing to a 
decompofition taking place in the at- 
mofphere, and thereby leffening its fpe- 
eific gravity, which will readily ac- 
count for all the fubfequent confe- 
quences ; but more efpecially for the 
high wind and high tide, which, 
though a neap tide, was, at the time of 
high water before the florm came on, 
as high as any common /pring tide; 
this was obferved in feveral difiant fea- 
ports. Indeed, the fiomm. was accom- 
panied by phavomena which are fre- 
quently fymptomatic of an earthquake 
at fone remote diflance, viz. a preeter- 
natural ebbing and flowing of the tide. 
This happened both at Falunouth aud 
Plymouth at the fame time. 

And, as was faid before, the above 
hypothefis readily folves all difficulties 
with refpe& to the high wind ; for the 
more rapid the decompofition is, with 
the greater impetus will the circuinam- 
bient air ruth forward to fill ap the va- 
cuity, as it takes place. With refpec 
to the high tide, as the preffure of the 
atmotphere occafioned by the decom- 
pofition is fo much lefs, in proof 
whereof the mercury of the barometer 
fell, during the above appearance, 
nearly 1} inches, vis. from 29.32 10 
29.12, confequently the lunar attrac- 
tion will exert itfelf with greater influ- 
ence in raifing the water ; which, aided 
by the current of air being firft formed 
at fea, drove in the water with fuch 
velocity as to uccafion the above phie- 
nomenon. 

Whilfi I am on the fubject of tides, 
I thall take the liberty of mentioning 
what feems to have been hitherto un- 
noticed, that is, what is generally 
terined the eager being never oblerved 
except at the equinoxes; when the 
tide frequently comes in with fuch 
aftonithing rapidity, as to form a per- 
pendicular wall of water acrofs a river 
to the height of from two to four fcet, 
bearing away almoft every impediment, 
which is fappoefed to be owing to a 
rapid contraction in the width of the 
river, up which a greater quantity of 
water is forced by the height of the 
tide in the ocean than it can take, can- 
fing it to affume the above unnatural 
appearance.

Perhaps I am the only perfon now 
alive, except the Reverend and learned 
Mr. Blacktione, Fellow of Winchelier 
College, who has been iavoured with 
the fight of the origina! manufer.pts. 
Though I am many years younserthan 
Mr. Bingham, yet, having beea edu- 
cated in the fame Society, et “ memor 

«« Aétz non alio Rege pueritiz,” 
I well know how defervedly he was 
valued on account of his high abilities 
and charaéter. 

He publithed his Differtation on the 
Millenium, Ta X:Avz Ely» in the year 
1772; and, witha modefty peculiar to 
hinfelf, being apprehenfive in what 
manner his comments vn thole abfirufe 
parts of Scripture might be received by 
the learned world, as differing entirely 
from many able Divines who had de- 
livered their fentiments on the fabje&, 
he could never be prevailed on to.con- 
fefs himfelf to be the author, and it was 
accordingly printed without a name. 

As fome paflages in that work 
feemed entirely to confute the opinions 

ublifhed about that tive in a Sermon 
BY the Rev. Jofeph Greenhill, A. M. 
(Reétor of Eatt Horfley, in Surrey), 
who laboured to prove that the Mifle- 
nium conimenced in the reign of Con- 
fiantine, and was already paft ; and as 
the worthy Reélor conceived himfelf to 
be reflected on by the work of an ano- 
nymous writer; Mr. Bingham thought 
woper to write him a ane of Apo- 
ogy on the oceafion, and for the firft 
time acknowledged himielf to be the 
author of Ta XsAsa Eln. 

Content’ with the applaufe which 
had been given to his fmall pamphlet 
by the late learned Dr. Newtou, Bifhop 
of Brifiol, and a few others, who alone 
knew from whofe laboyrs it proceeded, 
Mr. Bingham would net proleably have 
ventured on a fecond publication, hod 
nota moft violent attack on the Li- 
turgy of the Charch of England been 
made by Theophilus Lingllav, a dever- 
mined difeiple of Socinus, who made 
the principles he entertained an apo- 
logy, as well he might, for refigning 
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Vicarage of Catterich, in York- 
hire. 

This Mr. Lindfay had fome time 
been an inhabitant of Dorfethhire, and 
had diffuted bis poifon with no {paring 
hand through the diovefe in which Mr. 
Bingham refided ; who, having waited 
for fome time in vain expectation that 
this alarming Apology might be’an- 
iwesed, and this poifon receive its anti- 
date from the labours of another, un- 
dertook bimielf to expofe the errors, 
and to refuie iis doétrines, in a pamph- 
let, fiyled, “* 4 Vindication of the Doc- 


trine and Liturgy of the Church of 


England.” 

‘This pamphlet, as it truly deferved, 
was well received ; many congratula- 
tions and thanks were fent to the au- 
thor for his {pirited and well-timed de- 
fence ; and thofe who were lefs ac- 
«nye with him than the writer of 
this account, cannot conceive what an 
honeft fatisfaGion glowed in his breaft, 
in having ferved the caule of Chriftianity 
im fo efieciual a manner, at fo critical 
a time. 

** Had the Works of Bithop Bull (to 
ufe Mr. Bingham's own words *) been 
mose generally read, -and more calcu- 
lated for general ufe, 1 had not, by this 
review of Mr, Lindiay’s Apology, fub- 
jected myfelf to the exceptions and ca- 
vils of our modern reformers; nor had 
I now engaged myfelf in this work, 
had I not feared that many would not 
diktinguith between its being unan- 
fwered and unaniwerable, that they 
wonld have taken ailertions for proofs, 
and fuggeftions for facts. And when 
we fee thefe added to the mofi artful 
mfinuations, as if the moti thining or- 
naments of our Church were diflatistied 
with its faith and practice, publithed 
with a view to deceive fome, and con- 
tira others in their errors, and (which 
1 did nok apprehend when T firlt ander- 
took thts work) to increafe the number 
of them who fhall follow and fupport 
their lately diltinguithed leader, whom 
I thought a fingular example of cou- 
icientious felf-denial ; it is the duty of 
fome or other of us not to be filent on 
fo warrantable an oecafion, but to land 
forth in defence of the doérines of that 
Church of which, by God's blelling, 
we are members.” 

In the mouth of February 1781, 
fome few years afier the publication of 
this work, I was on a vifit to my old 
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friend at his Re&ory of Pimpern, in 
rfet, when we had many imeretiing, 
and to me infirudtive, converfations on 
the fubject of Prophecy in general ; we 
had freely difcutied the different inter- 
retations of the moft difficult paflages 
in the Revelation, held and communi- 
cated by the greateti ornaments of the 
Church ; we had cauvafled the intend- 
ed aim of the Warburtonian Leéiure, 
and were decidedly of opinion that it 
was founded on an error; and that the 
Prophecies of Daniel and St. John did 
a om of them relate to the Church of 
Rome.

In thefe times, it is a fe- 
rious matter to what hands the difeul- 
fion of great religious quetiions is truli- 
ed. For thefe reafons, and for the cre- 
dit of this Univerfity, I earnefily hope 
you may be induced to comply with 
this requeft.

** 1 think myfelf highly honoured by 
the favour of your letter, and wifh it 
were in my power in any refpeét to 
contribute to the caufe of Chrittianity ; 
but I too well know the difference be- 
tween oppofing the poifon of an un- 
guarded Socinian and flanding on the 
fame ground with Bifhop Hurd, Dr. 
Hallifax, and Dr. Bagot. 

« The courfe is for four years, and I 
am too far advanced in life not to confi- 
der this circumflance as fome objection. 
Yet I have a greater difficulty behind, 
which I fcarce know how to mention ;

I fome years ago applied myfelf to the 
fiudy of the Apocalypfe, and perafed 
with fome attention the mott approved 
authers on that fubjeéi.

Mr. Urban, It is a known and elta- 
blithed truth, and no lels a fortunate 
circomflance, that the moft able and 
learned Writers of our Church have 
emertained various, and almoft oppo- 
lite, opinions in elucidating the ten- 
dency of prophetical paflages in Holy 
Writ. And it is to be obferved, that 
this very contrariety of opinion has ef- 
fentially ferved the eaule of Chriftianity. 

By thefe meats, many particular dif- 


ficulties, that had efcaped the obferva- 
tion of a general Commentator, have 
been examined, and explained ; and 
learned men, communicating their re- 
fearches to each other with freedom 
and candour, have confuted error, and 
fixed the truth, 

The Warburtonian Le&ure, confi- 
dered in this light, has been more in- 
firumenta! to the increafe of Religion, 
than if it had been intended to enforce 
a doétrine on which all agreed; and 
none could differ. The critical re- 
fearches of a Hurd, Hallifax, and Kett, 
have not only proved infiructive to thofe 
who were before unacquainted with 
the {cope and defiga of Prophecy in 
general, but have induced the befi in- 
formed, and moti enlightened men of 
this age, to canvas and weigh the value 
of their feveral lucubrations, that, by 
comparing thofe paflages where they all 
agree with thofe in which they differ 
from each other, many truths have 
been brought to light, to the open con- 
vidion of all men, and darknels has 
become as clearas the noon-day. 

That the Millenium is patt already, 
and that Satan is now bound in chains, 
no one furely will believe, who refleés 
on the horrors of the French revolu- 
tion, but will readily conclude that he 
is now walking about, like a roaring 
lion, feeking whom he may devoar. 
Many prophecies undoubtedly have 
been completed, and perhaps are ful- 
filling at this hour; bat that the new 
Philofophy of France fo very exaly 
points out the fecond lLeafl, as has been 
atiempted to be fo very clearly proved 
by an able modern Writer *, 1 think 
remains yet to be thewn. 

Whether thefe extraordinary events 
may be preparatory to the grand final 
catattrophe, to the diffolution of all 
things now in being ; or for what de- 
fign they have been brought to pafs ;

i lately perufing your Magnzines for 
lat year, 1 obterved, p. 627, fome 
queries concerning the Epileply ; they 
have been hitherto unattended to. ‘The 
Writer of this theet, though not a pro- 
felfianal man, is induced to offer a few 
obfervations on the fubject, from a long 
and minute infpecion of this terrible 
difeafe in the perfons of two unhappy 
fellow-creatures, 

re is no complaint which more 
loudly calls for coufolation and affifi- 
anee than the Falling Sicknefs. The 
extreme fright and agony of mind 
which moti commonly precedes a_pa- 
roxy!m of this complaint, is the chief 
terror of thofe perions whole cafes I 


ehave had frequent opportunities of ex- 


amining. ‘They do net dread the fit 
itfelf, but the approach of it; and 
though they are not able to defcribe the 
anxiety they feel, or even the caufe of 
it, yet, from what may be collected on 
this fubject, it is eviclent to be too hor- 
rible for the imagination to bear; hence 
the convulfions of the whole fyiiem, 
and the almoft conflant exclamations 
for help jult betore the commenceinent 
of a fit, when the wildnefs and diftrac- 
tiou vifible in the features of the un- 
happy patient fully demonfirate the in- 
expreflible borror of hie mind. I have 
alfo obferved, that afterthe fit is abated, 
the dread of death torments and har- 
rafles the imagination, which does not 
wear off for tome little time. The per- 
fons io whom [ alludeare liable tothefe 
attacks once in a month, perhaps of- 
tener, or, indeed, fometimes fix weeks 
have intervened hetween the paroxyfms. 
In other refpects they enjoy perfect 
health, and neither of them are eight- 
and-twenty. 1 mufi alfo obferve that, 

nerally {peaking, the longer the in- 
coal of irealth the more ne the 
attack. 

At the fame time it muft be allowed, 
that there are many cafes of Epilepfy 
where the unhappy fuiferer feels few or 
none of the {ymptoms I have deféribed. 


They fall down faddenly, as if firuck 
dead, without any previous fymptoms 
of difeafe ; and, after a remiflion of the 
fit, appear totally uneonfcious how or 
where they were feized. In fhort, they 
feem as if juft awakened from a found 
fleep. This fpecies of Falling Sicknefs 
is certainly in one point of view more 
to be dreaded than the other above- 
mentioned ; inafmach that from the 
fudden atiack all pollibiliny of efcape 
in accidental danger is totally preclud- 
ed: I mean, that perfons near a fire, 
or water, or on the top of a precipice, 
muft be unavoi:lobly expofed to immi- 
nent danger of life, not fo much from 
the fitittelf, but the effects refulting from 
the fituation wherein they happen to be 
placed. On the other hand, the fymp- 
toms of terror I have deferibed are a 
warning to the poor fufferer, who has 
time to throw himfelf on the greund, 
and retreat from any danger arifing 
from furrounding objects: but upon 
the whole it may almofi be doubied, 
whether an epileptic perfon, confcious 
of the approaching conyalfion, is not 
more to be pitied trom the inconceiv- 
able mental anguith he undergoes, than 
in cafes where the attack is fudden and 
unlooked for. 

However, in all cafes of Epilepfy not 
arifing from external injuries, “tach as 
contulious of the brain, I will ven- 
ture to recommend to your benevolent 
correfpondent the Peruvian bark, to be 
taken in fubliance twice a day, a tea- 
fpoonful each time, in water or milk. 
The diet thould be nourifhing, but 
plain ; pork by all means to be avoid- 

A long continuance of this prac- 
tice, 1 know from experience, will pro- 
duce the happieft effeéts. I do not fay 
that it will radically cure the Epilepfy ; 
but it will firengthen the fyfiem, dimi- 
with the number and vigour of the at- 
tacks, and render the {pirits far lefs ir- 
ritable. 

When I confider this dreadful difeafe, 
I cannot wonder that uncultivated 
minds fuppofe it to arife from the in- 
fluence of an evil fpirit. I believe cafes 
may be on record where Epilepfy has 
been thoroughly extirpated from the 
contiitution ; but they are few in num- 
her. | am forry to obferve, that the 


~moft part of Medical Praélitioners, in 


attempting to cure this complaint, at- 
tend too little to the caufe, thouzh it 
muft be confetled that it ofien baffles 
our bef endeavours.

The authorutformsays 
the Etrufcans named this kd of divina- 
tion Aleoffo, and ‘Talloni: iw the 
Ail-affe ftones of divination, Tall-on, or

Now without following the train of de- 
duction from Irith to Grecian cufloms, 
or affirming that the Tuitors of Pene- 
lope amufing themfelves with playing 
waco: before the door of the houfe, 
or rather in the porch, merely to kill 
the time, had the fuialleft reference 
to marriage ceremonies, the other an- 
tient painting here referred to, is en- 
graved in your vol. XLVIL. p. 216 §, 
and suectings perhaps the game of pen- 
talitha, played by five young femaies,

Your 
correfpondent inifiakes when he favs 
two of the names of the ladies point to 
one perfon ; for each has her diflin@ 
name. Leto, Niobe, and Phele, be- 
long to the three fianding ; Ag/aia and 
Ilearia to the two fitting figures; all 
of them nearly of an age: fo that it 
would be difficult to find a” witch 
among them, if witches were o!d and 
ugly. Pollux exprefily calls eevradsheg 
a woman's game; five litde fiones, 
pebbies, or bones, were thrown up in 
the air from the palm of the hand and 
caught on the back, and thofe which 
miffed were pieced up off the ground 
as here. But where once a favourite 
hvpothefis occupies a writer's mind, it 
bewitches him, and vague conjeure 
is fupported by vague citation as in the 
infianee before us. :

15. is, “ The Lord my fignal, becanfe, 
faid he, that will ferve as a memoria! 
of the war that is between the Lord 
and the Amalekites from generation to 
generation.” That offered by the Bri- 
tith Critic, for June 1802, p. 625, ap- 
pears to be forced. He fuppofes that it 
alluded to a hand on a patcra on a pole, 
fuch as is feen among the oman Rand- 
ards, that is to fay, * the hand over 
the patera is Jah’s.” Not to mention 
that this kind of fiandard was by no 
means the diftinguifhing one of the 
Romans (which was the Eagle), and 
rarely occurs on coins or monuments, 
much le(s are fuch kind of fiandards to 
be fuppofed “ to be of fach anthority 
as to be in afe in the time of Moles ;” 
it does not appear that the conftruction 
of the text requires fuch a fuppofition. 
The LXX fay, Mofes built an altar to 
the Lord, and gave it for name, “ The 
Lord my refuge,” Kupios KATA®YTH 
pov. The reafon of this name is added,

Auarne aro verter sic yrvtas’ ~~ Becaule 
with a _fecret hand the Lord will fight 
againfi Amalek from generation to ge- 
neration: fome MSS and fathers read 
KPATEIA, a frong hand. ‘The idea of 
Standard or fiandard bearer is fanétioned 
only by one Hebrew MS, and even if 
admitted, can.only be underfiond, that 
the Lord headed the troops by carrying 
the’ flandard before them, or that he 
lifted up a banner to guide them. Al- 
lufions fo far-fetched as this propoled 
do not ferve the caufe of Scripture cri- 
ticifm. The Lord was moft eminently 
the refuge of his people, who were 
cruelly afiaulted unarmed (after their 
arrival from the Red Sea) in the Wil- 
dernefs ; and therefore their opponents 
were doomed to perpetual, fecret, and 
powerful defiruction. 

Kennett fays, the hand (manus) al- 
luded to manipulus, or band of foldiers ; 
and in Ais print of it, infead of rifing 
from a patera, it is encircled in awreath 
of laurel *.

Whatever induced the LXX 
to give their reading; it feems the fim- 
pleft and moft firiking of the whole, as 
Cafialio renders it “ aram Signijovium 
appellavit quia Jove manus signo ad- 
mota efi, inquit Jove bellum cum A- 
malakitis fufceptuim eft zternum.” Al- 
luding perhaps to the lifting up of the 
hands of Mofes, i.e. The hand of the 
Lord has lifted up a banner in token 
that he has declared eternal war in 
Amalek.”

Divine in the 17th century, was fon of 
a citizen af London, and born there in 
1600. He was Minilier of Alderurun- 
bury, London 4 and died of gries at 
feeing the city in reins, two months 
after the cataflrophe of 1606. He was 
twice marricd, and had by lis firli wile 
a fon and a donahier; aad vy his te- 
cond, feven elildren. 

Edmund, his eldett fon, was born et 
St. Edmondibury, about 1035, aud edu- 
cated at Cambridge, and prefented to 
the ReGory of Moreton, in EJex, which 
he held ull ejeéred in 1662; and after- 
wards fet up a peblic Meeting in Cur- 
ricr's-hall, near Cripplegate, and died 
of a confumption, 1085.

James, anoiher fon by the fecond 
wift of Ednwund. fen. educated at Ca- 
tharine Hall: A B 1672; A. M. 1676. 
Redor of Northull, county of Bediord, 
and, 1707, Re&or.of Cherion-Rithops, 
and Prebendary of Exeter ; dicd fingle, 
fuddenly, 1714. 

Edmund, arandfon of Eduiand, fen, 
and fon of Edmand,. jun. bern in Alder- 
manbury 1671 ; fiudeed at Utrecht, was 
ordained among the Difienters, 1604; 
and afterward abridged and pyblithed 
Mr. Baxter's Hifiory of his [tf and 
"Times, and an account of the Minitiers 
cjedied at the Reformation ; of which 
lat he publithed a fecand Edition, in 
1713, 2 vols.

The low 
and vulgar alone merit my firic- 
tures, Injuries endured fometimes 
overlook benefits received. I remiad 
me of many a generous heart fhrowded 
in -a Welfhman’s breafi. Their good 
offices revive in my recollefion ; and, 
iu due feafon, I mean to rehearfe my 
fong of grateful praife in notes molt 
fervent.. Harfh conclufions then give 
way—and I thus reaffume the thread 
of my narration. 

Being fettled in my quarters at Car- 
dif, { walked over the pleafant mea- 
dows (difiance two miles) to 

LanparFrF. 

This Town, like its Cathedral, thews 
but as fhadows departing inthe track of 
devaftation. How true it is, when a 
mighty religious fabrick is fuffered to 
lead the way into the wilds of infigni- 
ficance, each dependant habitation fol- 
lows alfo! As the guardian of the one 
goes far away, the fojourner in the 
other flies to fome new region ; and 
dilapidation, alteration, and a flate of 
ruin, become the defliny both of the 
tpired fane, and the roof of buly occu- 
pation. Some two or three good mo- 
dern houfes were fprinkled here and 
there, and appeared creditably iohabit- 
ed. Many remnant buildings of a very 
antient date were feen, cither totally 
deferted, or converted into granuaries, 
fiies, or laytialls. 

The Gateway leading to the Bifhop’s 
palace is a fimple erection, though 
worthy attention. A long line of wall 
overhanging the fofs, and parts of a 
room of lerge dimewfions (fuppole the 
great hall), were the leavings of the an- 
tient facerdotal dwelling. The prefent 
Palace for the Diocetin is what is term- 
ed a country villa, built it may be about 
70 years ago. Its look was fomething 
foriorn. The fituation of the Caihe- 
dral is uncommon, being at the foot 
of a fleep declivity, whereon fome of 
ihe houfes of the town are flanding ; 
io that it is hardly poffible to obtain a 
good view of the fine Weft front. Some 
material change muft have taken place 
in the face of the ground on this {pot 
fince the original Architects finifhed 
their work, as it is not reafonable to 


furmife they drove this principal feature 
of the defigu intoa cranny ; the North 
and Eaft tronts being dn level ground, 
open to the fight, and to the adjacent 
lands. Ovppotite to the Eaft front are 
the rubble portions of a Gateway, hav- 
inz a counexion by a {cattered line of 
wall to the Palace. Being thus bufily 
engaged im obferving thefe particulars, 
fondly imagining that my employ was 
laudable ; and. forgeiting at the fame 
tine that I was not in my own coun- 
try, ** England ;” two perfonages rude- 
ly interrupted me, proiectors of the 
place no donbt, as they with fiery eyes 
and menacing aétions demanded why, 
« wherefore, aud for what purpofe, a 


JSoreigner like me haunted thus their 


fepulchral confine, after having pried 
over the whole town in a manner un- 
ufual, and not to be accounted for?” 
Without the leaft hefitation Lanfwered, 
« That having heard in England, 
where I was born, of the extraordinary 
remains of antient Architeéture, religi- 
ous as well as civil, in this their de- 
lightful and renowned lind, where 
health-infpiring mountains and cordial 
hofpitality were ever ready to welcome 
the curious firanger, I had travelled me 
thus far to witnels.” Here my inquifi- 
tors took their leave in all hatie, fatisfied 
with my anfwer, it was natural to con- 
clude; 1 therefore continued my agree- 
able invetligation. 

Finding the church door open, which 
led into the South aile of the choir, I 
entered ; when, after walking about for 
fome time, I made ready my pencil and 
papers, my roll of items to be fketched, 
and fo forth. - My pofition was at the 
Kafi end of the choir; whence I could 
take in the whole line of the choir, that 
part of the nave in repair, and that in 
ruins; the Weft door of the former be- 
ing left open like the other juft men- 
tioned. A {weet ferenity at this mo- 
ment took entire pofleilion of my mind, 
(not one of the town’s-folks being then 
iu the firacture) ; and J began to figure 
to myfelf how much felicity I thould 
enjov in this and fucceeding furveys, 
which lay within -my progrefs. Falfe 
flattering Hope ! how eagerly art thou 
embraced, how foon art thou torn 
from us! 

The nave fuddenly became thronged 
by a number of people, who with 
loud and piercing cries hurried im a fran- 
tic manner towards me ; their arms be- 
ing outfiretched, and their garments ex- 
panding in loofe diforder, gave — 
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the appearance of flying, more than 
otherwife. The fight was sppalling; 
and, if ever mortal creatures were inf: 
taken for beings not of this world, here 
was an inflance the moft dearful and 
hideous. I am under no helfitation in 
declaring, that I abfoluiely took the: 
for a company of fpecires allembled 
with the intent of inflicting upon me 
fome mental derangement.

My way being through an 
zvenne by the fide of the Palace, fome 
of thefe evil oues had“ got the flart of 
me; and, as I came near therm, their 
vellings and infernal gefures were re- 
newed ; and J] begun to entertain the 
mot ferivus apprehenfions. Some bleit 
fpirit furely protected me; for, as I 
nade a few of refolute refiitance, they 
vanithed, or fled fo precipitately that I 
found myfelf at once relieved from all 
my tormentors. and all my fears ; ftill 
not wholly fo it may be conceived, for 
1 found myfelf at Cardif?, without once 
having thought ol the dillance, or no- 
ticed one fiep of the way.—Well, what 
was to be done? ‘T's return to London 
without accomplifhing any one item of 
my pilgrimage, was too mortifying a 
contideration to be harboured fora io- 
ment; and to dare another encounter 
like that I had"juit efeaped from, feem- 
ed as it were to provoke my fate.

This appearing then the moft probable 
eaufe of my late ideal defeat, if fo it

1 made my entry into Landaff as be- 
fore ; no oppofing bands, no riotous 
affembly ; all was peace and quietnefs ;

Plan of the Cathedral. Vt lias gone 
through much haveck and curtailment. 
The firft four divifions ef the Nave are 
in ruins; and the South tower of the 
Weli front (vo doubt correfpondent to 
that flanding en ihe North) is wholly 
gone.

The Choir, 
which is transformed into 2 compleie 
modern Ionic Temple, continues to Our 
Lady's Chapel, bounded with North 
aud South ailes (p arily of the old work 
and partly of the new) in continued 
lines. “The Lady Chapel has not beea 
trampled on by Innovaiion. On the 
South fide of the church is a curious 
Vefiry, unaltered either externally or 
internally as far as the tops of the wine 
dows and groins, whereon has been 
erected a modern office appertaining to 
the Church. There are not any lines 
to point out the Cloifiers, Chapter- 
houfe, or other buildings conflituting 
the geveral plan of a Cathedral. 

Wefi Front. Could not learn at what 
fiated tine the edifice was brought to 
the condition in which it prefents itfelf. 
If we may infer trom the modern. work 
introduced, it mufi have been about 60 
years ago; but as to the demolitions, 
whether they were done at the fame 
hour of improvement, that is by no means 
to be afcertained. Thole antient parts 
left to fland or fall as it may be, are of 
the firft clafs of Architeciural confe- 
quence ; the fiyle is the early Pointed, 
and exceeding rich. The Welt door 
has a double eutrance (the ufual feature 
in this firft emancipation from the 
Saxon Order) ; and what is obfervable, 
though there are two femi-circalar 
headways, there never was a column to 
fupport them ; che femis being p« _ 
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ed bya preparation for a perpendicular 
ox- -eved niche, wherein is the flatue of 
the founder of the Church, 
his epifcopal robes, his feet being fup- 
ported by two dogs placed on the 
faid preparati on. The ftorv over this 
doorway is formed by the ercat Welt 
window “ Three in one,” (that is, 
three windows in ore) without mul- 
lions or tracery. The fecond tier, or 
fivry, contains only ene fmail window 
tn the centre, having on each fide three 
declining headed receiles. ‘I'he pedi- 
ment, or front of the roof, here takes 
place, in the point of which is a flatue 
feated, with a book im the left hand: 
the rigat hand is giving the henediion. 
On the head a crown furrounded by a 
Glory. The tower on the Nori! part 
of this front is mafive, iderable 
dimen fir ms, and ina mode i 
10 that of the main front: 
correfponding tower on the South part, 
as already noticed, is defiroved. The 
detail of mouldings, ornaments, &e. to 
this front are very interefiing.

becaufe they look upon the Small Pox 
amore dangerous. In thort, I fear that 
avarice will greatly prevent the total ex- 
termination of the Small Pox. It is 
the poor wretched families that {uffer 
moti by catching the Small Pox ; alas! 
in a dirty clofe confined {mall room the 
air foon becomes malignant, and when 
one of the family have the Small Pox the 
refi foon have it; then no afliftance to 
be got, no comfortable food can they 
get; no nurfe will attend, for they 
cannot pay one, and they are too poor 
to work for nothing. There they lie 
in a flate of wretchednefs and mifery 
till they die: or, if fome humane 
overfeer does attend, the expence is fo 
great, that the whole parith might be 
Inoculated with Cow Pock matter at a 
Jefs ; and never more might the Small 
Pox be a burthen and expence to that 
parith.

veral days, with the weather fine and 
cain. When this is the cafe, he al- 
moii always found the mercury fome- 
thing lower at the latter mentioned 
time than at the former: and. further 
on he wifhes fome of your readers would 
explain the caufe of the above pheno- 
menen. The caufe of the mercury bemzg 
loweft about ¢€ o'clock in the day, ap- 
pears to be this; the air about that 
tune is moft heawcd by the fun, and is 
of courfe then moft rarified, and be- 
comes lighter; confequently the prefs 
fure of the aunofphere which fupport: 
the mercury in the barometer is leff- 
ened, therefore the mercury muft fink.

While I 
was finoaking my pipe afier fupper, I 
mufed on the yarious turns of for- 
tune which had been experienced by 
that part of the Netherlands called 
Brabant, which at that time of day 
was divided between Holland and Auf-

The large and fertile Duchy of Bra- 
bant, after having been for feveral cen- 
turies goverved by its own Dukes, came 
at length under the dominion of the 
Houfe of Burgundy, by the marriage 
of the daughter of Charles the Bold, 
the laf Prince of that race. With the 
_ Archduke Maximilian, Brabant be- 


came the inheritance of the Houfe of 
Aufiria, and, together with the other 
Provinces of the LowCountries,enjoyed 
great profperity during thé reigns of 
Maximilian’s fucceflurs Philip the 
Handfomune and Charles the Fith. It 
was during this period that Antwerp 
was in the heig!it of its glory. On the 
abdication of Charles, the . Nether- 
lands fell to the thare of the Spanith 
branch of the Houle of Aufiria; and 
the difafiers which the tyranny and bi- 
gotry of Philip the Second brought up- 
on thofe provivces are well known. 
Afier a feries of was carried on with 
implacable ferocuy on one fide, and 
potty | valour on the other, the 
Northern Provinces fecured their inde- 
rxendence under the title of «che Repub- 
lie of Holland,” leaving the vam con 
Provinces under the dominion of Spain ; 
and then it was that Amfierdam began 
to rife upon the rains of Antwerp. Af- 
ter the death of Philip, the fovereignty 
of the Catholic Provinces was trans- 
ferred to Albert and Ifabella, who 
united the two branches of the Tloufe 
of Anfiria, and whole jaf and beneve- 
lent adininifiration in fome meature re- 
paired the difafters of the odious reign 
of Philip. By the treaty of Munfier 
the boundaries of the Catholic Provinces 
were circumi{cribed, anda confiderable 
art of Brabant was annexed to the 

Republic of Holland. ‘The ambition 

of Louis the Fourteenth entailed freth 
calamities on that devoted country; a 
firong Fimb was lopped off, and added to 
France ; and that part which remained 
under: the dominion of Spain felt all 
the miferies infeparable from a weak 
and unfkilful adminiftration far re- 
moved from the feat of a difirafied de- 
clining empire. After the death of 
Charles the Second of Spain, with whom 
ended the race of the Spanith Monarchs 
of the Autfirian line, commenced the 
war between the younger branch of 
that Houle, which was feated on the 
Imperial throne, and the Houle of 
Bourbon, wherein Great Britain glo- 
rioully, and fuccefsfully fupported the 
pretenfiong of the fer.ner; and, by the 
treaty of Utrecht, the Spanifh Provinces 
were fecured to the Emperor of .Ger- 
many, under the name of “ theAntirian 
Netherlands.” Ou the death of the 
Emperor Charles the Sixth, a freth war 
was kindled, wherein Great Britain 
again Spree the Houle of Aufiria 
avaintt the ambitious views of Franec. 
During the reiga Of the Emprefs 0s 
he- 
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Therefa, the Auftrian Netherlands were 
contented and happy. Their hiltory 
fince the acceflion of her fon Jofeph is 
well known to your readers,

All the meafnres of the Emperor Jo- 
feph difplayed his want of prudence, 
wiidom, and political firgacity; the 
uvhappy Brabauters fir became the 
wey of civil difcord; afterwards of 
Trench rapacity ; anc: now conflitute a 
pitiful corner of a mighty defpotic Em- 
pire. Among the ndmberlets calami- 
ties that have refulred fromi the over- 
grown power of France, there are few 
which have given me thore concern 
than the “fubjugation of the Nether- 
lands ; and | have often withed, in my 
mowents of political cafile-building, 
that the Seventeen Provinces, which 
formed the antient inheritance of the 
Houfe of Burgundy, might once more 
be reunited ander one head, as an in- 
dependeut kingdom ; they would. con- 
fiitute a powerful fate, with which it 
would be the intereft of Britain to be 
always clofely allied, as the moft effec- 
tual barrier againft the ambition of 
France. But, as ! vain were the with. 
"fo adopt the language of the judicious 
Salluft, “‘ omnia orta occidunt, et aucta 
fenefeunt ;"—and the Netherlands have 
fallen, I fear, to rife no more. 
- Before I take my leave of the country 
which was called Dutch Brabant, I 
would obferve, that. the part through 
which ¥' paffed is “by no means to be 


-as a fair fample of the whole. 
Fr-coutains feveral eeod towns, namely, 


confider 


Breda; Bergen-op-zo0om, Maeftricht, 
Steenbergein, Bois-le-Duc, and Grave ; 
. and vatious parts of the country, efpe- 
cially’ thofe that are wafhed ‘by the 
Maefe, are extremely beautiful and ro- 
mantic. 

To refuime the narrative of my Tour. 

‘Lhad a delightful ride to Antwerp 
very early in the, morning; the road 
swag all athe way paved and an‘each 
fide eantifully fhaded with fine trees. 
The city exhibits a grand 4pe&acle as it 
Gpens:to the view on the quarter by 
which [a »proached it. The wall, the 
towers, dives, churclies, convents, 
and public buildings, formed a magni- 
ficeut coup dil ; and the beams of the 
Fifing fun added to the {plendour of the 
fcene. I was driven to an inn, called 
Le Grand Latoureur, which fiands + 
the Place de Mer, ope of the nablef 


fireets I have ever feen, which Mr. 
Peckham fays he hod the euriofity to 
meafure, and found it to be fifty fpaces 
wide. At the top of this flreet, is an 
obje& which immediately auragis thé. 
eve, namely, Crucifix with a repre- - 
fentation of. our Saviour nailed to the 

crofs. The Cracifix is of gilt bronze, 
thirty-three feet high, and flands upon 
a marble pedeflal : it was executed by 
John Goethals, a native of Mecklin, 
and erected in 1635. Notwithfianding 
the air of grandeur about this place, 
the fireets the hou!»s, aud the people, 
formed a very firiking contraft to the 
cleanlinefs, the neainefs, and the in- 
duliry, which were fo coufpicuous in the 
towns of Holland, particularly ia the 
town I had left two days before; I 
mean Rotterdam. Rotterdam might 
be compared to a hive of bees bufy at 
work ; Antwerp toa nefl of lazy drones, 
The men in general had loofe great’ 
coats thrown over their fhoulders, with 
the fleeves hanging down; and the 
women hid their faces with black veils. 
Eeclefiaflics, regular and fecular, met 
the eye in every direéion ; and I recol- 
leét to have met feveral Monks in the 
fireets, who feemed to be eaten np with 
lazinefs, and whom, for the good of 
the community as well as for their 
own, I wifhed to fee with fpades and 
pick-axes in their hands. 

After breakfaft, I fallied forth to fur- 
vey the town; I foon came toa church, 
where, finding the doors open, I fiep- 
ped in, and, for the firft time in my life, 
faw Mais performed. What complete 
mummery, faid I to myfelf, is all this, 
to fay nothing of the idolatry of the fer- 
vice! Is this the pure and {piritual 
worthip -which the Gofpel enjoins,— 
this the holy communion of the body 
and blood of Chrifi? Surely, if one of 
the primitive Chriltians were to rife 
from the dead, apd witnels the celebra- 
tion’ of Mafs, the lafi thing which 
would enter into his head would be, 
that this was any part of the worfhip 
enjoined in the New Tefiament, or 
which had been praifed by oar Lord 
and his Apoliles. Wherefore I {cruple 
not to fay, with the Church of England, 
iu her thiriy-firl Article, “The faeri- 
tice of Mafles, in the which it was con- 
monty faid that the Priefi_ did offer 
Chrift for the quick and the dead, to 
have remiffjon of pain or guilt, were 
blafphemons fables and dangerous de- 
ceits.” When Mafs was ended, [ 
blefled God that J had the happinefs hd 
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he born under a Proteftant efiablith: 
ment; otherwife, I might have heen, 
like the Prieft before me, performin 
genuflexions to the confeeraied hoi, 
aud faluting a cracifix.

N feveral of your late Magazines, the 
negle@ of Grammar Scuoots has 
been difeulfed with more feverity than 
intelligence. The faci is, that Boaro- 
InG Scitooxs are now the fifhion tor 
every perion who can afford to fend his 
fous to one ; and as lor the very poor, 
they prefer fending their children to 
fome worthy man who teaches while 
he cobbles thoes, or to fone old wo- 
man who ekes out a maintenance by 
taking a few boys and girls at two- 
pence, or fourpence, per week. Hence 
Grammar Schools are of neceffity de- 
ferted ; and if they are kept open to re- 
ceive thofe who with to enter, it is as 
much as can be expetted.

fides all this, if L am not greatly 
mifiaken, in zeneral, and in forme cafes 
i fpeak what 1 know, the grofs miftp- 
plication of the finds intended for the 
iupport of the Maliers of Grammar

Schools render it impoflible, in thefe 
umes, to find any perfon of learning 
and talents to accept fome of thea, ex- 
cept on a tacit agreement, that they are 
to be contidered as finecures. I am 
well acquainted with the circumftances 
of a Grammar School, which was en- 
dowed in the time of Elizabeth with 
money, houles, and lands, the value 
of which, if honefily appied. would 
now be worth about 1001, a vear; yet 
the mafier is not allowed to live in one 
of his own houfes, which have long 
been leafed out by the body of the 
Trufiees to fome of their own members 
for a mere quit-rent charge, and has 
never received from his whole endow- 
ment the anuual fum of wwenty pounds! 
Thefe things certainly ought uot to be 
fo; but who is to reform them? The 
mafte: fiarves on his paltry penfion, 
does litle, and fays nothing; and the 
Trufiees well know they dare not mo- 
leti him, were he to lock the fehool door, 
and throw the key into the Thames. 

In thort, almofi every charity is more 
or lefs abufed, mifapplied, or perverted. 
But if omnia in pejus rucre, ter us hope 
that the retrd relap/a referrt will fet all 
things to rights.

NAIL. An irow tpike (ihe-fize va-

This article, like the iron cramp ued 
in flone-work, is a modern expedient, 
invented on the fame principle, and was 
unknown to our antient workmen ; 
who, to fecure a permanent union of 
the feveral parts of timbers w roofs, 
parts of flall-work, wainicoting, feats, 
chefis, &c. inferted wooden pegs, in 
dependent. of the ingenuity of the 
joinery in the various particulars. 

Nave. ‘One of the three grand divi- 
fiovs in the arrangement ‘of a Cathe- 
dral, or Abbey Church. This divyifion 
commences at the Weft entrance, and 
extends to the Choir. In the antient 
fervice of our great churches there were 
a number of finall altars ditpofed on 
each fide of the Nave between or azaintl 
the columns, leaving the centre and 
fide ailes clear and unoblireGed. There 
are but few examples of amtient tombs, 
or monuinenis, fet up in Naves.

The Ma- 
cedonians becoming tributary to the 
Perfians, in the reign of Amyntas I. 
Mr. C. refers to that event one- 
horned goat held by a Perfian among 
the reliefs at Perfepolis.

This carving reprefents the 
pedigree, for three generations, of the 
Norris family, from whom this refi- 
dence defcended to the late Topham 
Besuclerk, efg. whole fon, the prefent 
Mr. Beauclerk, fold it to the late Ri- 
chard Watis, ef. An infeription, 
painted on canvas, and inferred in the 
compartinents of the frieze, but now 
in great meafure cHaced, explains this. 
Another infcription, in the great hall, 
fhews that the wain{couing was fivifhed 
by Sir Williaa» Norris, knt. in 1564. 
There is a tradition, that this piece of 
carving was partof the plunder ronghn 
from the library of the King of Scot- 
land, afier the battle of Flodden (En- 
field's Hifiory of Liverpool, p. 115); 
which Mr. H. inclines to queflion, yet 
admits that two gilded angels over the 
cornice of the hall-wainfcot might be 
the plunder alluded to. 

Art. V. “ Account of fome Roman 
Antiquities difcovered at Topesfield, in 
Effex. By Thomas Walford, Efg.” Mr. 
W. is an intelligent and indufirious 
inveliigator of antiquity. Thefe aniti- 
quities, difcovered 1800, about 2 miles 
Wefi by South from the antient Ro- 
man road from Camulodunum to Cam- 
loritum, coutit of a fword-blade, a 
metal pitcher and pufcra, two litle 
cups of Samian ware, a nail and han- 
dle of a ‘brafs paiera, a defaced coin, 
and a fkeleton. ‘The brafs handle ex- 
acily refembles one found at Black- 
Nouey, engraved in Camden's Britan- 
nia, 3d edit. vol. If. pl. 1. g, and by 
Caylus called a knife-handle ; and the 
brafs pot there, fig. 9, compreffed, and 
the handle broken, may have been a 
prefericulum. 

Art. VI. Copy of an original pe 
clamation of Queen Elizabeth, i365, 
concerning the fcarcity of grain; and 
a letter from her Majefty’s privy e6un- 
cil to the theriff and juftices of the 
county of Norfolk, on the fame fub- 
jet. We learn from this record, com- 
municated by Francis Douce, efq. that 
fearcity was artificial 250 yeats ago, 
and that the magiftrates were com- 
manded to attend the markets, and 
fome of them to “ be alwaife prefent, 
to affilt the poorer forte with provificn 
for their money at reafonable prifes ;

Art. VIL. « Obfervations on the fe- 
cond Arundelian Marble. By Mr. S. 
Welton.” After anfwering the objee- 
tion, that the Parian Chronicle records 
no Parian eveut, thoagh the Archon is 
fet at the head, Mr. W. confirms, by 
acon in his own polleiTion, the alli- 
ance between “ the Smyrneans and 
‘Maanefians ;” a trauflation of which is 
printed in the Appendix to the * Coins 
of the Seleucide,” jafi publithed. 

Art. VIIT. « Account of Antiquities 
difcovered at Southfleet, in Kent. By 
the Rey. Peter Rafhleigh.” The fub- 


jels of this article are hugular and cu- 


rious. A horfe’s feet finking in while 
ploughing led to an urn of rude flrong 
red pottery, covered with a tile, con- 
taining burnt bones and part of a glafs 
lacrymatory. A fecond was found, of 
different fhape and fmaller. The firk 
relembles one deferibed by Mr. Hafied, 
found at Crundal, in Sole fireet, as the 
name of the ficld where this was found 
is Sole field, adjoining to Watling ftreet, 
and where Mr. Thorpe placed Vagnia- 
cre, near the Seige band. which flows 
into the flat at Northfleet bridge, where 
tradition places a town called Bark, or 
Barking. Nine feet South from the 
urns was a flone tomb, covered with 
two large fiones, into each of which 
was cemented an iron ring. The tomb 
contained two rude leaden coffins, in the 
form of parallelograms, covered with 
cement and nails, which’ may have 
formed wooden cafes. In each coffin 
was the perfe& fkelcion of a child of 
7-or 8 years old; and with one a hand- 
fome gold chain, like a watch-chain, 
ornamented with angular pieces of a 
Lluihh green flone or compofition, and 
ia the middle of each aliernatelink bas 
been pearls, aud at the boom a fuare 
flat flenc fet in gold, with an intaglio 
of an oval fhape; -a gold ring, with two 
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ferpents’ heads at the jundion, and 
another with a jacinth. Mr. R. re 
fumed the fearch, and, about 3 feet 
helow the furface, a liule diflance from 
the former, found a fione pavement, 
and under it a farcophagus divided into 
two parts, nicely fitted together by a 
groove, and hollowed in an oval form, 
for the reception of two glafs urns, one 
of them containing the lefler portion of 
the bodies, which occupied one-third 
of it, and filled to the brink with a 
traniparent liquor without finell or 
tafie, acid or alkali; the other two- 
thirds with parts of bodies, and (ome 
of the fame liquor, which had been 
ablorbed or evaporated: between the 
urns were two pairs of decayed thoes, 
of fuperb and expenfive workmanfhip, 
the leather reticulated with gold thread. 
The drefs had alfo been put into the 
farcophagus, but was decayed. On 
cach fide of the farcophagus were large 
earthen «rns, with afhes, all broken by 
the fuperincumbent weight. Very near 
the farcophagus, and on a level with 
it, were depofited two empty red 
earthen pint bottles, and two red pans, 
in one of which were two finall rib- 
bones aud fome afhes, all proteéted by 
four tiones, covered with a larger; and 
immediately under this, a wooden box, 
extremely well fecured by copper 
clamps, fafiened by large round-headed 
copper nails, Walls ofe building fur- 
rounded thefe tombs, in extent. about 
50 feet fquare. This fecond difcovery 
forms article XXX. ; and all the arti- 
cles and plan are engraved. Jt is pro- 
bable, from the form and ofnaments 
of the floes, that this was a familye 
vault in the Lower Empire. 

Art. 1X. “ Obfervations on the Re- 
mains of a Stone Crofs or Pillar at 
Hemfiy, in Welt Flegg Hundred, Nor- 
folk; with Conjeétures refpeding its 
antient Defignation andl Ufe. By the 
Rev. W. Gibfon.” This is the bafe of 
a crofs charged with the fymbols of 
the Evangelilis holding {crolls, exaéily 
refembling thofe on Hemiby font. 
Another crofs hafe is in the church- 
yard; and a large hewn fone againft a 

Fei front of the churchyard was a 
third bafe. A fourth was a fmall ‘dif- 
tance Eaft from the church. Mf. G, 
with much probabilitv, fappofes chele 
fiur fiones marked the beunds of the 
fanciuary here, as at Hexham, St. Fi- 
muud's Bury, and, we may add, Be- 
verlev ; of which loft, it is believed, 
the Socicty have drawings, wish their 
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rude inferiptions. The manor of Hem/- 
by was in the hands of perfons of cou- 
fequence. ‘The larger part of its fane- 
tuary mm have been to the South and 
Eat, the village ocetpying the Welt 
fide of the®churchyard. ‘Thefe two 
poin's of the churchyard are held iu 
fuperior veneration, being fill empba- 
tically and exclutively catled “« The 
Sanétuary,” particularly at Wirterton, 
where no perfon will be buried on the 
North fide, though at Heuifby on all 
fides equally. 

Art. X. “Account of a Brick 
brought from the Sire of antient Baby- 
low. By Dr. Nathanael Hulme.” ‘This 
brick is about 194 inches (quare, and 
3 inches thick, and fun-burnt, and in 
the middle a raifed impretlion of a lion 
guardant, with his mouth open and 
tril erect, and a human head and leg. 
The Doctor has amalyted the brick and 
its cement, and conceives that ‘the 
Babylonians could erect immenfe firuc- 
tures in a very fhort time and at a mo- 
derate expence.” ‘The Rev. Mr. Hen- 
ley, in art. XXVIII. takes the lion for 
a large dog barking, aud the head for

that of a water-bird ; and explains the 
infeription, a brick baked by the fur, 
The dog is the fymbol of Sirius, and 


the bird the Jéis: the conflant conco- 
mitant of the overflow of the Nile, 
which the rife of the dog-fiar annually 
proclaimed. ‘I'he Egyptians dated the 
origin of the world from the rife of the 
dog-flar; and, thongh it were to a far 
lefs remote period that the aftronomical 
obfervations recorded on bricks at Ba- 
bylon, and thence tranfimitted by Cal- 
lilihenes to Ariftotle, extended, they 
fix the firft foundation of that city 
to Nimrod, and moft accurately agree 
with its hiflory by Mofes. Mr. H. 
confiders the infeription on Dr. Ha- 
get's bricks ({ee our vol. LX XII. p.41) 
as monogrammic, and rather notations 
than narratives. We fincerely hope 
Mr. H. will parfue this difeuflion. 

Art. XI. Mr. Walford detcribes a 
Roman: military way palling through 
Ridgwell, Birdbrook, aud Nturmere, in 
Effex, noticed only by Dr. Salmon, 
and the dire&t route from Camuloduanum 
to Camboritum. Near Ridgwell was 
difcovered, in 1794, a double Roman 
villa, ruftica @ urbana, whole remains 
(of which Mr. W. gives a plan) beara 
ftriking refemblance to thole ditcovered 
by Mr. Rooke at Mansficli-Wood- 
houfe (Archzologia, VIII. 303). Ma- 
py tiles, with their edges turned, oc- 
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eurring frequently at Verulat, were 
thrown out, with fragments of a beau- 
tiful Mofaie pavement of the principal 
apafunent, formerly broken wp: by a 
plough: rooms, bevond had painted 
wails, and the flues of an hypacauft 
may be traced: fragments of various- 
coloured pottery, aud * many of glafs, 
two-eighths of an inch thick, which 
had evideutly been uled in the win- 
dows, one piece perfectly Rat, with a 
round edge, formed to fit a groove,” 
and one tile with the figures VI and I, 
having a line drawn between them 
twice repeated: ‘two ivory fivles; the 
heads of two brafs pins, a piece of 
brafs wire, the cnd a lite ornamented ; 
au oblong and.a circular brafs fibula; 
a Briuth geld coin, bke fig. 55 in 
Caiunden’s Braannia, p. 65; a filver 
coin of Donitian, in fine prefervation; 
another of OraciliaSevera, very perfect ; 
and copper'of Nero, Vetpatian, Domi- 
tian, ‘Trajan, Carautius, Confiantine 
the Great and junior, Theodotius, and 
Arcadia, ‘The military way was very 
vitible in 1740, but now ploughed up. 
By the fide of it, in Birdbrook orille 
was a place of burial, where, in 1787, 
at the depth of 24 feet, were found 
three fkeletons, fide by fide, the heads 
North: weli, and the legs 14 feet afun- 
der, and tour more fimilar 18 vards 
from thelfe. ‘Two more were found in 
1792, and five in 1798. In Oxley 
field, on Chadwell farm, was a Roman 
burial-place; two fkeletons, arm in 
arm, elafping an urn, the right leg of 
one croffing the lefi of the other, and 
another urn hetween their hips, found 
in 1779. One of the urns is engraved 
in Sepulchral Monuments, vol. iL. pl. 
LXI. In 1792 a fingle fkeleton and 
two urns, the head fix inches higher 
than the feet; one urn placed length- 
ways between the feet; the other, re- 
verled, clafped by the left arm. In the 
elebe “laut adjoming, many fkeletons 
but no urns have been dug up, and 
the groum! over them perfecily level ; 
no traces of tumuli. Beyond this {pot 
was a camp or flation, part of the Wek 
vallum remaining im two arable fields, 
and defcribed by Morant, Li. 348. In 
its burial-ground, in Stulps field, were 
found ten fkeletons, fide by fide, and 
feveral urns. In Ensford field, in 
Wixoe parith, have been found many 
Roman coins; Mr. W. has one of 
Nero, and one of #1. J. Conftans.

Art. XII. “ Account of an antien: 
Building in Soythawpton. By Sir HH. 

This building, 
in Porter’s-lane, a narrow fireet, not 
far from the water-gate at the botiom 
of the High-fireet, is 11} feet in front 
and 17 bigh, and 2 feet Q inches thick ; 
two magnificent windows in the ceutre

now remaining is of peculiar neatuels, 
and the flones cut to @ fige nearly fi- 
niilar to each other, aad very fmall.

An. XIV. * Account of Seventeen 
Beals Antiquities, gilt and fet with 
Siongs, found, 1800, in a Field near 
the Top of Polden Hill, near Bridg- 
war, above Edington, where are ev!- 
dent Kemains of a Roman Station. By 
Charles-Jofeph Harford, EG.” They 
confit of what is called a breafi-plate 
for a woman; but, as it was accompa- 
nied with ornaments of fword-hilts or 
bridle-bits, rings and fihule, it is more 
probable they were all parts of male 
attire, But, had they fallen into the 
hands of the learned Scotch wedical 
antiquary, he would have concluded 
they were portions of chains for fut- 

nding hodies to be burnt after death. 
Kloutds for cafling coias of the Lower 
Eapiie were found with them. 

An. XV. Mr. Harford deferibes 
twa torques with a celt placed in the 
middle of ea@h, found bv a labourer in 
a marsthy piece of ground on the Seuth 
file of Quantock hill, in Somerfethhiire, 
1794. All thefe articles were of mixed 
metal ; and the torques is an addition 
to the feveral imfiances of this kind of 
military ornament worn by our ancel- 


tors, and found in our own country. J 


That found in Herifordthire, in our 
vol. LXX. p. $18, O41, was certainly 
round, and like the many articles of the 
fort found in Ireland. ~ 

Art XVI. Mr. Harford continues 
information of Somerteifhire antiqui- 
ties: a great nuinber of moulds for 
Roman coins, fome with coins in 
them, with a wedge of bafe metal, 
found, as at Lyons, in a meadow at 
the, North edge of Polden hill, about a 
querter of a mile North of the village 
of Ciniion. It was doubted by the 
Freuch aniiquary, Caylas, whether 
thefe moulds were for wue or forged 
coin, but every cireumftanee concurs 
to prove they were for the latter, and 
that mo hiforical information ean be 
derived from fuch moulds, or the coins 
eafi in them, all of the fame reigas, 
from Severus to Maximin and Maxi- 


nud, 
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mus. The MS. of Aubrey, referred to 
in the third edition of the Britannia, 
I. 71, was his ** Monamenta Britan- 
nica ;" of which fee Britith Tepogra- 
phy, Il. 369, n. and which 

never came into the Oxford Mufeum. 

Art. XVII. We come now toa very 
interefling monament of Gothic archi- 
teclure among us, ‘the prior's ctrapel 
at lily.” of which av account and ac- 
curate admeafurements are here given 
by Mr. Wilkins, jun. ‘This elegant 
litle chapel was built by Prior Crau- 
den, or Crouden, between 1991 and 
1341, adjoining to his lodgings, and at 
prefent belongs to the deaury, and és 
converted into a dwelling-houfe, the 
height being divided imto two floors, 
and the North fide faced with brick, 
for the infertion of the c}-immeys. 
floor is Mofaic, which has loli all its 
colouring, and to the flone-groived 
roof has fuceeeded a modern one. A 
drawing of the hitiorical pan of the 
Mofaie, by the late Mr. Schnebbelie, 
makes plate XXVI. of vol. X. 

Art. XVIII. One would have 
thought the Antiquarian world had 
been fufliciently informed of the font 
at Bridkirk, and the crofs at Beaucal- 
tle, An ingenious artifi has been 
found to make more faithful reprefen- 
tations of both; and Mr. Howard, 
having carretily traced every line of 
the infcription, which, being eut in, 
has efcaped defacement, conjeciures 
that Ekard, commemorated in it, may 
be Erie, the devhroned king of Nor- 
way, who, invading England, was recei- 
ved by Athelft.n as his feodary, on con- 
dition of defending the country againtt 
the Northern invaders and embracing 
Chriftianity. But when Mr. H. diverts 
the figures from the obvious meaning 
which they have always been allowed 
to convey, the expulfion of Adam out

‘Thofe on the fecoud are work- 
men, and a king between them; the 
inferiptiog, held by a workman at each 
end, on a fquare, contains the name of 
Robert and fome other word or woris, 
This name Dr. L. refers to Robert the 
Conful ; and in another letter refers it 
to the battle of Stockbridge between 
him and King Stephen, but offers no 
farther explanation of thefe reliefs, 
which he imagines were firft placed in 
the mott confpicuous fituation to per 
fons entering the charch through the 
Kaft wall of the prefbytery.—Sir H. C.

Robert's adherents: he is for reter- 
ring it to Robert, eldeft fon of William 
the Conqueror, whom he anhorfed at 
the -battle of Tinchebray. As every 
conjeGiure is good till another is. tlart- 
ed, let us wry if we cannotj¢with pro- 
priety, refer both carvings to the time 
of the foundation of the abbey by Ed- 
ward the elder, who, at -his acceffion 
to the throne, found the country al- 
molt equally divided between the Eng- 
lith and Danes, and a powerful rival 
in his coufin Ethelward, who, fapport- 
ed by the latter, feized upon Wiim- 
bourn, but was fvon dilpotleiied ‘by 
Edward, who drove hin out of Eng- 
Jand, He foon retprned, with’Norman 
troops, and was again joined by the 
Daves.

In the South aile of the choir is an 
aliarstowib, ‘aleribed to Abbot Fortimg- 
ton, but really belonging: to Abbot 
Richard Cheltenham, whio died 1507, 
and whofe initials are on the tomb, 
and on the groins of the roof. 

Oppofite'to this is ‘the tomb and 
fone coffin of Abbot John Cotes, 
1361; avid on opening it, 1795, were 
found fome remains of the facerdotal 
habits given by one of the Earls of 
Clare, whofe arms adorned them. 

In the South wall of this aile is the 
fione coffin of Abbot Alanus, the 
frieud and biographer of Becket, 1202, 
whofe name, &e. is inferibed on the 
ledge and at the head, and his body 
and drapery were found remarkably 
perfect, but foon crumbled away. Be- 
tween this and Cheltenham’s tomb was 
the ftone coffin of another abbot, whofe 
body was uearly in the fame preferva- 
tion as Alan’s, but had no crofier. 

At-the upper end of the South aile 
of the nave is a tomb againft the wall, 
afcribed to Edmund Beaufort, Duke of 
Somerfet, beheaded after the battle of 
Tewkefbury; but one of the coats on 
it has the arms ef Clare; and the fone 
coffin, which, when opened in 1795, 
contained only rubbifh, was placed on 
it fince its fir ere@ion. . 

The oppofite tomb in the North aile 
docs not belong to Lord Wenlok, but 
probably to fome other of the many 
perfons of note lain in the battle.

the State of the Public Records of the 
Kingdom, many difcoveries have been 
made, which will greatly facilitate and 
improve fuch an undertaking *.” 

Art. XXVI,  “ Enquiry  refpecting 
the early Ufe of Rhime. By Sharon 
Turner, Efg.t.” Mr. Pinkerton de- 
duces rhime from the Arabs; Mr, 
Warton thought it older; Mr. Turner 
finds it in the Chinefe and Sanfcreet 
languages. The mof important fpeci- 
men of rhime in the antient languages 
of Europe, except the Welth, is in 
Olfrid’s paraphrafe on the Gofpels, 
written in the Franco-Theotife lan- 
guage, about 850 or 870. It did not 
arife among the Italians or Saxons in 
the eighth century, but exified long

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before. Boniface, the Anglo-Saxon, 


who died 755, wrote init; fo did Bi- 
thop Aidhelu, who died 709; the 
Spanith bithop, Eugenias, who died 
657; Columbanus, who died 615; 
Venantius Fortunatus, between 500 
and 600, was contemporary with the 
Welth bards, who have been dilcredit- 
ed by fome becaule they ufed rhime. 
In a fecoud paper (art. XXVIII.) Mr. 
T. predaces a poem in rhime againtt 
the Donatitis, by St. Auliin, who died 
in 430. It was not: unknown to the 
Greeks or’ Romans. = Ovoselerev)-r is’ 
mentioned by Rutiliads Lupas, who is 
more than once praifed by Quintilian. 
Specimens of this figure are given im 
the « Rhetorica ad Herennium,” LIV. 
Ariftotle gives inflances of it, Rhet. LIL, 
g.’ Gorgias, [focrates, and Cicero are 
alike rhythmical in their compofi- 
tions. Homer himfelf, in the Greek 
life of hiny among Gale's Opnfe. My- 
thol. 288, is (hewn to have frequently 
ufed this figure. It occurs in the He- 
brew writings, particularly in the book 
of Job. ‘The caufe to which the pre- 
dominance, or rather the eftablifhment, 
of metre in Grecian poetry may be 
aferibe’, was their mufick, to which 
Mr. T. refers the banifhment of rhime, 
and the ule of metre. 

Art. XXIX. “Account of antient 
Welth Mss. By William Owen, Efq.” 
editor of the * Archaiology of Wales,” 
in 2 vols. Notwithifianding the higher 
ranks of Welfhmen have withdrawn 
their patronage from the cultivation of 
the literature of their nation, and the 
locking-up, for many vears, of large 
chefis of old writings in three antient 
houfes, now in the hands of new te- 
nants; many coilettions of valuable 
MSS. have been found in different 
parts of Wales, and feveral of them 
fiill remain; and, according to the 
nearett calculation that can be made, 
there are fiill preferved upwards of 
2000 manufcript books, of various ages, 
from the beginning of the ninth to the 
clofe of the fixteenth century. In N.

Williams Wynne, at Wynneftay, Sir 
Thomas Moltyn, bart. at Gloddarth,

_ tranflated into Engiith Verfe; with Notes 
critical, bifloricul, and explanatory, and Dif- 
fertations. By Wilham Prefion, Fjq. 
M.R.I A, 3 vols. 

THAT there has not yet been a 
— tranflation of this charming 
‘oet, we cannot pofitively affirm, when 
we look back to our review of that by 
Mr. Fawkes, and our comparifon of it 
with that by Mr. Green (1. 383, 984.). 
That Quintilian and Longinus have 
fpoken of the eriginal as a work of 
** eqhal mediocrity,” ( ‘* non contem- 
nendum edidit opus @quali quadam 
medivcritate”); avd without a lapfe 
(a7latos) perhaps is to be underftood 
of comparifon between him and Ho- 
mer; yet Vg es pays a compli- 
ment to Val. Flaccus, the imitator of 
Apollonius. It is not a little to the 
praife of the Grecian Bard, that he was 
a model for Virgil. His tranflator con- 
fiders his Poem as “ a treafury of an- 
tient cufioms, manners, and religious 
Opinions, rites and ceremonies, pre- 
fenting faithful pictures of the heroic 
times and flate cf fuciety; reflediing 
lightly on many paffages of Homer and 
other Greek writers, and affording a 
clue to correét their text, or elucidate 
their meaning. Apollonius was in 
potleffion of all the learning of a learned 
age.” Pref. p. xxi. He bas been illuf- 
trated by one or more Scholiafts, whofe 
Comments arein the higheft eftimation. 
The prefent 'l'ranflator has made cop!- 
ous extracts from them. They are fup- 
poled the joint work of tllus, Tur- 
reus, Sophoctes, aud Theon The Poet 
has not been much indebted to his 
Editors: all the editions are very ex- 
ceptonable and unfatisfaory 5 that of 
Hovlzimus is wniverfally exploded by 
the learned, us one of the mow detefta- 
ble that ever difgraced an antient au- 
thor. Nor has the Ox‘ord Editor 
(Shaw *), who is tuliciently fevere on 
Horlzlinus, muth caufe to boati of his 
fervices to Apollonins. - Succeeding 
Aunetators have added little to the co- 
pious and judicious expolitions of the

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Greek Scholiafis, exeept fome oviny 
emendations of the text, and of thefe 
St has done the moft.

Iris much 
to be regretted that he has fo longed de- 
layed the publication of the notes and 
ilfuftrations, which fheuld accompany 
the text and verfion.” p. xxvi. The 
firt metrical verfion is by J. Baptifia 
Pius, of Bologna, the latter part to 
form a fapplement to Valerius Flacens, 
1519; the next by Retman, 1572. Sal- 
vini wanflated it into [ialian ; as did 
Cardinal Filangieri, 2-vol. 4to. Rome, 
1791; Bodonu into German, 1779. 
Mr. Prefton declines giving an opinion 
of the Englith Tranflators, and modefily 
hopes his * will find indulvence and 
pardon from the candid reader, for the 
fake of the concomitants of which this 
verfion is introdnftory : large extracts 
from the Greek Scholiafls, which de- 
ferve to be well known to the claffical 
reader ; a variety of hints, critical, hif- 
torical, and explanatory, fome few ex- 
tradied from thofe of Fawkes, and of 
the Oxford edition, but for the moft 
part wholly new, of which fome may 
not be aliogether unacceptable, even to 
thofe who read Apollonius in the ori- 
ginal text; and, latily, certain Eifays, 
which if they thall fucceed in making 
the reader an admirer of this delightful 
Poet, they will have contributed to an 


a& of juftice.” The prefent wranflation 
profeties to be rather paraphratiic than 
firict, following rather the fpirit than 


the let:er of the original, Mr. Prefion 
fometimes aims ai what he calls “a 
kind of portraié tran{ation, a -verfion 
not of the matter merely, but of the 
fiyle and manner of the original. ‘The 
reader who is capable of comparing the 
verfion with the text muft judge for 
himfelf. And, in judging, the tefi is, 
if the yerfion reads in Engtith like an 
original. work.” p. xxxi. ‘The tafk 
of tranflating Apollonius Rhodius is 
rendered highly diffcul:, from bis pof- 
feffing an uncommon fweetuels of fiyle, 
a peculiar delicacy of language, a curi- 
ous felicity of expreflion, an undeferib- 
ableeminent grice, and a polifhed (im- 
plicity, which cannot eatily be trans- 
ufed into a verfion, efpecially from the 
Greek, into a language fo much its in- 
ferior as the Englifh. With an elabo- 
rate polith of his diétion and verfe he 
joins a richnefs of fancy, a copioufnets

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and facility of invention, which impart 
an air of fluency and facility to his 
writing, of which it is nat eafy for the 
tranilator to exhibit an image ‘To 
many, the comparifon may, perhaps, 
appear fanciful and far-fetched ; but in 
my mind Apollomus feems to bear a 
coufiderable degree of likénefs to Ari- 
ofto. The fame purity and beauty of 
ftyle and diétion, the fame harmony of 
verfification, the fame fertile invention 
and abundant difplay ef cireumftances, 
the famne glowing tints of colouring, 
the fame appofite force and propriety, 
beautiful epithet, metaphor, and fimile, 
appear in both, The faults of Apoljo- 
nius, which render him difficult of 
tranflation, are, the fondnefs for the 
antique, and a love of picturetque, a 
propenfity to graphic illnftration, car- 
ried fometimes to excefs, and producing 
too much minutenefs of defeription, 
details of too great exadinefs and cir- 
cumftance. ‘There are a variety of arts 
and manual operations, which, partly 
from the correlpondent mechanical 
operations in the prefent improved fates 
of arts and fciences being performed 
in a different manner, partly from our 
not having the Randard of common ufe 
to refort to for an expofition of the 
Writer's meaning, cannot eafily be un- 
derfiood even by tolerable Greek and 
Latin fcholars. Antient terms of art, 
even if they can be made intell' gible, 
eannot be rendered with any degree 
of grace into a modern language, 
where the correfponding terms “re de- 
bafed into vulgarity by low and. fami- 
liar ufe,” p. xxxi. “We cold have 
wifhed the Tranflator had foilowed his 
own inclination , and put his notes at 
the bottom of the page; that he had 
marked the books of the tranflations in 
the running title, and referred to the 
page and line in the notes, which fil 
the 2d vol.; the Sd containing “ An 
Account of the Argonautic Expedition, 
extraéted from the Apollodorus’ Bib!io- 
theca, and the Argonautics of Orpheus ; 
the Life of the Poet, which is certainly 
made the moft of ; Six Effavs om the 
Argonautic Expedition’; the Mgnners 
of the Heroic Ages confidered, with a 
reference to Poetry ; the Poetical Cha- 
racter of Apollonius Rhodius; Com- 
parifon of him in Virgil ; his Geogra- 
phy, and the Hefperiles, and their 
Gardens ; which lait Major Renneli 
fixes in the defert of Barca. The fip- 
pofed envy of Callimachus again? A- 
pollonius refis on a very fight fyundas

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tion. His Hymn to Apolle concludes 
with faying ‘+ that Envy whilpering to 
Apollo that fhe did not like a _ 
who did fot write au Ocean of veries,” 
(0; #2 ova T ONTOE andu) ; the God 
replied, ‘* The Euphrates brings down 
with it much filth, buy the fmall fireams 
are mofi frequented by the bees.” ‘The 
_ Scholiafi of Callimachus has here no al- 
lufion to Apollonius, though If, Vol- 
fius fancied, in the word Movs, a refer- 
ence to the Pontus Euxinas. Span- 
heim adopts the conjefiuae, which to 
us appears very far-fetched, and the 
whole foundation of any difference be- 
tween the two Poets refis on the Greek 
life of Callimachns ; but fome Scholiatts 
fay that the enemy of that Poet, whom 
he lathes under the name of Ibis, was 
Apollonius, who wrote the Argonau- 
tics.

* God's heavy punifhmenm of the 

Mraelites, which fallowed the adoption 

of this meafure, has led fome to fup- 

pofe that there was acrime ip the a& 

nfelf of numbering the people, for 

which the fatal conlequences were to 
be infli€@ted. But how could David's 
fin confit in the mere.ceremony of 
pombering his people ?: or, how could 
that of his fubjeets coufilt in complying 
with this command. We read in the 

Bible, that this meafure had been re- 

forted to frequently in former inftances. 

* Mlofes and Saul, and even David him- 

f-lf, hac recourfe to the fame method 
of proceeding. Yet the ditferent ex- 
amples of it enumerated in Scripture 
were not inftantly followed by fatal 
contequences, nor afford any grounds 
to fuppole the a@ion difpleafing in the 
fizht of God. From thefe confidera- 
tons we are léd to attribute the fin to 
another caufe ; it mult have originated 
from the vain-glory and pride of both 
‘the King and the people ; it muf have 
confifted principally in pofitive and 
prefumptuous fin, as well as in the 
negative incurrence of it, by their bein 
equally devoid of that humility an 
truft in God, which, in the other in- 
fiances had led them to accomplith the 
ceremony with faerifice and folema 
falling. This appears to be" the truce 
light in which this paffage fhould be 
viewed ; and accordingly we find that 
fich feelings poficfled’ the mind. of 
Joab, or produced fentiments corre- 
tpondent to this interpreiation."(pp.4,5. 
A folution like this was given by 
Dr.Delany, in his Life of David, b. iv. 
chap. 17, vol. Il. p. 253 ; “ that Da- 
vid probably from ag +opulfe of 
vanity ordered the fam of ung people 
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to he taken, without ordering the Mp- 
faic ranfom to be paid. And, in- 
deed, as the le were now more 
fignally b by God than at anv 
other tune, the neglect of paying this 
tribute to their great Sovereign, under 
whole protection they were fo wonder- 
fully raifed to wealth and dominion 
over their enemies, became more odi- 
oufly.infamous and ungrateful.” 

The language is chafte, corre, and 
nervous, and free from all thofe affect- 
ed prettinefies of expreflion, with which 
many modern fermons abound, and 
which may be called the falfe fublime.

THE Docior’s object is to add to 

the repeated warnings already given 


- againh ** the increafing of the fcaylet 


fever, not as a prevailing epidemic 
contagion which reigns only daring 
certain periods in particular difiricis, 
but as au infeétious difeafe exifting in 
every fealon, kept alive and in soaliint 
activity by the thoughtlefs commaui- 
cations of focial intercourfe.” Having 
matte it his fiudy fixteen years, he re- 
commends that, when it appears ina 
family or a fchool, the family thould 
not be difperfed, but kept together, 
with feparate apartments for the fiek ve 
perform firi quarantine in, whether 
the fubject be fuipeed or convalefcent, 
the period of which may be regulated, 
partly by what is already known. on 
the fubjeet, and finally determined by 
future obfervations. and the refult of 
aggregated facis, which hitherto-have 
not heen fought after with that zeal 
and diligence which their great in- 
portayce deferves. (p. 9.) 

“y very fatal termination whieh I 
have feen of Scarlatina has been folely 
imputable to the flate of the throat 
ifelf, or to the continuation of the 
fame fpecies of inflammation along the 
lining of the trachea and bronchial 
velléls, which induces fyffecation. It 
will be a good rule, therefore, to pro- 
portionate early and featonable medical 
exertions to the feat of ulceration in 
angina contagiofa ; remembering that 
ihe moft: hazardous fituations, and 
whieh require the mott prompt and 
uninterrupted affifance, are thole im- 
mediately coneerned in the aét of de- 
glutition, and are fo near to the Jarynx 
aud trachea as to afford a ready - 
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of communication to thofe organs 
which are eflential to life. I have al- 
seady remarked, and with to repeat the 
fame admonition on every fair occa- 
fion, that the extremes in medical 
practice ought to be very cautioufly 
avoided, however authoritatively up- 
held, and that the neceffity is very un- 
freyoent indeed which juflifies ‘their 
adoption.” (p. 51.) . 
* Although it is evident from the 
fadis recited by Affalini, phyfician and 
furgeon of the firit clafs to the Confu- 
lar Guard, and by Sir Robert Wilfon, 
that the plague is not communicated 
by fimple contact ; yet the ditiin@ion 
between contagion and infection ap 
pears to me to be too nice to be du 
attended to in the ordinary intercourle 
of fociety. The idea of a difeafe not 
being contagious may induce many 
perfons to infringe the laws of preven- 
tion, who are unable to draw the line 
between contagion and infeétion. M. 
Affalini coincides in opinion with Sir 
Robert in the non-coniagious nature of 
the plague ; however, he alfo allows 
that, in order to avoid the peftilence, 
it is abfolutely neceffary not to imbibe 
the breath of the fick ; thus virtually 
conceding the inteétious influence of 
the plague, though, if I do not mifiake 
his meaning, he never direcily allows 
it” (p. 64.) The fecond mode of 
iving infeGion by inoculation was tried 
Bally by Dr. White with regard to 
the plague. This faét alone ought to 
remove all thofe doubts concerning the 
true nature of the plague, revived by 
refpectable authorities after long obli- 
vion. The efleéis of inoculating the 
Suall-pox have proved only to extend 
it: the fame confequences will enfue 
frou the fame mode of communicating 
the poifon of the plague and fcarlet 
fever, which ingenious well-intentioned 
men have in conteinplation to execute ; 
but the Doctor hopes and trufis that 
the practice of imocalating virulent 
morbid poifon inte the healulsy body, 
and thus wantonly fpreading contagion 
and morality through fociety, will in 
every inftance be saleaiiy oppofed. 
Inhalation of infectious vapours feerns 
to be the only fpontaneous mode of im- 
parting contagion. But the principal 
caufes are rainy feafons and marth miaf- 
mata, to which lafl the Dodior prefers 
giving the technical name of * paludal 
gas,” when marfhy foul air might make 
i! more intelligible to Englifh readers, 
unlefs we fuppofe medical profefiors 
wali have their own Isnguage. 
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“ From the whole of the fais and 
reafens on the mode in which conta- 
gion can be induced, it feems evident, 
that the introduction of infeClious par- 
ticles into the human body by fimple 
contact is impollible, and in reality is 
a voluntary at. If then it can be af- 
certained that infectious vapours can 
only exift under certain y enn of 
temperature, that the only avenues 
through which they can enter the body 
are thofe of the noftrils and the mouth, 
and, confequently, that guarding 
againft the communication of infeétion 
through thefe channels is the principal 
or only neceffary precaution; the 
means of prevention may then be re- 
duced to the moft fimpie, intelligible, 
aad practical execution, which it will 
be in every orie’s power to slopt.” (76.) 

No plan being fo effeQual in re- 
firaining the calamitous eftetis of con- 
tagion as that of prevention, nove can 
fo flrongly militate againit its fuccefs 
as the inoculation of virulent infectious 
poifons. The inoculation of the Cow- 
pox is evidently an exception, fince it 
firbfiiimes a mila affeciion in the place 
of a virulent malignant difeafe, aud is 
itfelf one principal mode of prevention. 
When variolous inoculation was intro- 
duced into this country, fatisfactory 
proofs were not, as they are now, efia- 
blithed, that the progreffive influence 
of fome of thefe minor pefis, {mall- 
POX, typhus, fcarlet fever, Sc. is not 
invincible, when properly oppofed, 
and that the neceflity o fobasiving to 
their infliions is not impoled or 
mankind as the irremediable attendant 
on his lot. The Plague bas been ar- 
relied, and its return prevented, by 
the legal efiablifhment of quaramtine. 

In taking an enlarged furvey of 
every defcription of infectious fevers, 
the Doeior endeavours to efiablith ou 
as fulid foundation as the difficult na- 
ture of the inquiry will permit, and 
apply them as clofely as poffible to the 
main point, which is the univerts! f»p- 
preffion of acute contagions. Certum 
exhalations or macfh mafmata, as thew 
are ufually termed, have the peculrar 
cffe& of inducing fever on human bodies 
expofed in ceriam conditions to the> 
influence. Thefe are not confired to 
marfhes, but proceed alfo from moi 
earth, flime, mire, or mud, in a great 
varietw of fituations and climates of 
imbhabited as well as unfrequevied avd 
uncultivated tradts of country m almott 
every quaricr of the globe ; but are 

more 
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more powerfully concentered and viru-- 
jent in hot climates and feafons, than 


im temperate ones. ‘ The type beiug _ 


more conunued and lefs intermitient 
or remittent in proportion to the power 
of the exhalation, animal febrile efflu- 
via, caeteris paribus, produce fever fimi- 
lar in types, in degree, and violence, to 
the ftrongeft palu 1 exhalations.” (89.) 

"That soztfure is neceilary to render 
the molt putrid exhalations pernicious 
10 the haman frame, and that the 
molt powerfully concentered febrilizing 
gas may be oa is decompofed by heat, 
is proved by Sir Robert Wilfon’s account 
(p. 417) of the putrid miafinata arifing 
from the dead bodies at Aboukir, where 
the plague continued longer than in 
any other part of FEY pb the fun there, 
on account ef the fea-breezes, not pof- 
tel fuificient power to abforb all 
mephbitic exhalations,” 

* Adfalini remasks, that neither éx- 
treme fatigue, excellive heat, exceffive 
thir, impure water, nor a very fhort 
allowance of bad food, produced any 
difeafe like fever ; but, as foon as the 
army was me gr to the influence of 
humid. air and paludal exhalations, this 
difeafe appeared ; and that, by pafling 
through the defert, the fiate of tht 
ikin,.and the exhaufied flaie of their 


bodies, m general prone troops 


for she reception and the complete for- 
mation of (uch a difeafe as the plague.” 


(p. 30.) 

« All febrile difeafes become conta- 
gions by the accumulation of animal 
febrilized effluvia. ‘The plague is pri- 
marily uninfeclious, not being com- 
municated to perfons aQually Iahoar- 
ing under the epidemic by freedom of 
intereourle.” (p. 130.) 

« The charaGer of the fever which 
animates contagious and paludal gales 
indueed on a human body unaffected 
with inflammation, congeftion, or any 
local difeale, is that of typhus*. ‘Ths 
character retains its aE atl unifor- 
mity, and. identity, over the whole 
elafs of acute contagions, probably 
from the fat of its unpreflion being 
_ chiefly the brain and nerves ; but the 

iar fyimpioms which inti‘le them 
to the appellation /pecifie arife com- 
monly from. accidental inflammation, 
er other atlections local or general

Sir, I have the honour to acquaint you, 
thar, on the rath inft. the French privateer- 
fchooner L’Harmonie, with a prize, 
having put intothe harbour of Marin, in 
the Bey of St. Ann, Martinique, induced 
me to foggett a'plan for the capture of this 
veflel, more cettruAive to commerce than 
any other which has appeared in thefe feas ; 
and for this purpofe | attempted, againft a 
firong fea-hreeze and lee current, to beat 
up from off the Diamond Rock to the place 
where fhe lay at anchor. ft was not until 
the 16th in the morning that I was able to 
accomplith it, when, having reconneitred 
the harbour of Marin, together with the 
batteries on each fide of it, and alfo one 
above the town, 1 determined on the at- 
tempt. 1 therefore ordered 60 feamen 
belonging to his Mjefly’s thip under my 
command, with Lieuts. Cole and Furhery 
anda detachment of 60 murmes of the 
fame fhip, under the command of Lieuts, 
Beatie. and Boyd, to carry the enterprize 
into execution«:.{he former, in their boats, @ 
attack the privateer, and the latter at the 
fame time to endeavour to furprife, or, in 
the event, to fiurm, Fort Dunkirk, a 
battery of 9 guns on the farboard fide of 
the harbour. Jt was neceffary 10 do fo, to

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cat off the militia from rendezvoufing on 
Marin Poiat, which, being immediately io 
the track of coming out, and where doubt- 
fefs they woul! have heen joined by the 
tcwoops from the fort, would have much an- 
neyed the bosts on their return. The 
Drake having joined me, and Capt. Ferris 
volunteer'ng his fervices, 1 dire&ted him to 
take the command of the feamen, and to add 
tuthem 14 from the Drake. Ali things being 
prepared, the boats with the feamen towed 
by the Drake, and the marines in @ boa's 
tewed by the Swift hired catter, ataa P.M. 
proceeded off the mouth of Marin harbour,

Cumberland harbour before fan-fet. Hav- 
ing heard of the evacuation of Port-au- 
Prince, I anchored in a fmall bay, in ex- 
pectation of feeing them coming paft us in 
the night; day-light of the 14th difcovered 
to us 9 or 10 fail, a few miles to the wind~- 
ward of us, nearly becalmed. 1 got under 
weigh with a fine land-wind, and chafed 
them ; at half paft 6, a brig, fchooner, and 
utter (full of men), hoitted French colours, 
and fired guns to windward. The brig 
attempted to get in thore of us; while the 
other two, with the affittance of their 
{weeps and boats, endeavoured to join ber. 
The land-breeze, however, carried me 
within gun-fhot of the brigs and, after 
firing a broadfide or two at her, fhe firack. 
I had only time to fend an officer and a 
{mall party of men to fecore her, before 
my attention was called tothe fchooner and 
cutter, who had by this time got nearly 
within gan thot, and were firing at us. 
Calms and baffling airs prevented me from 
petting nearer to them till 10 o'clock, 
whea >: the fea-hreeze fet-in ; at a1 they 
bore up together, evidently with a deter- 
mination to board us. The cutter fteering 
for our bows, and the fchooner hauling 
out t> pafs aflern, 1 thortened fail to re~ 
ceive them, keeping the brig nnder fuffi- 
cient command to counteraét their defign, 
When within pifol-fhor, I fired a broad- 
fide at the cutter, which was as {peedily 
returned with long guns and mufquetry ; 
then wore round, and fired the other into 
the (chcover ; and fo on alternately, keep- 
ing up a ranning fight, and preventing ¢i- 
ther of them from raking us. This kind 
of engaging lafled more thao an bour, both 
fekkooner and cutter keeping up an inceffant 
fire of mufquetry; nor was it until the 
cutter was literally beaten to a wreck, and 
had many men killed, that the tiruck her 
colours. The fchooner feeing her compa- 
nion fall, made off under all fail. Lieut. 
Lawrence took poffeffion of the cutter with 
peculiar alacrity ; and T then made fail after 
the fchooner with a freth breeze. Att 
P.M. [ again got within gun-fhot of her, 
and, after firing a tew thot, the furven-, 
dered, without further refiftance. After 
gaining pofleffion of the tchooner, I chafed 
another brig (which proved to be an Ame- 
tiesn), then ftood in thore to rejoin the 
brig I had taken in the morning, but had 
the mortification to find that, while I was 
engaging the fchooner and cutter, they. had 
overpowered the officer, and had run ber 
on fhore on the rocks, where they had all 
landed with their arms. 1 bave, however, 
go all my men back fafe. The brig was 
called La Petite Fille, National gun-biig, 
eommanded by Monfieur Piquet, heu- 
tenant de vaiffeau, and had on-board 180 
troops, ircluding about 50 officers of all 
ranks; the fchooner La june Acie, of 6 
imal) guns, commanded by M. Sagi, lieu- 


tenant de vaifleau, and had on-board 80 
troops; the cutter L’Amelie, commanded 
by. Monfieur du Puy, enfign de varffeau, 
carrying 4 long guns and many fwivels, 
with upwards of 70 troops. The twe lat- 
ter were alfo Nationa! vefiels, and had on- 
board 22 officers. The commanders of 
thefe veflels have fivce told me that they 
were apprifed of our being on the coat, 
and that they had planned thair mode of 
attack ip Cumberlagd harbour, hoving de- 
termined on boarding us; their lofs is about 
40 killed and wounded, I feel great plea- 
fore in informing youthat I had nog a fine 
gle man killed; the only perfon burt was 
Mr. john Thompjan, the mafter, who rer 
ceived a violent contafion in the early part 
of his buGnefs, which deprived me of the 
farther fervices of-a truly brave aod meri- 
torious officer. The aétive conduét of 
Lieut. Lawrence throughout the day has 
fully eftablithed the charafter you gave him, 
with his commiffion. From the perfect fa- 
tisf:Mion the crew had given me on for- 
mer occafions, and their fteady and refo- 
lute behaviour op this, I have no doubt, if 
the 3. vweflels had fucceeded in hoarding 
(which, bad the ealm continued, it would 
have been.extremely difficult, if not im- 
poffible to prevent), they would have met 
with a refiftance worthy of Britifh fea- 
men, and thatthey wouk! have had only 
to boaft of a very dear bought conqueft. 
The damage the Racoca has fuftained is 
immaterial, being principally in her fails; 
but the very difabled flate of the prizes, 
and having expended nearly all the thot on- 
board, will, I hope, plead my extufe for 
returning to port before I was regularly 
recalled.

Every par- 
ticulat of the narration may not be true; 
but it appears that Candi was attacked in 
the midf of a truce, by the firft Adigaar, 
om the 23rd (or [ rather beheve on the 24th) 
ultimo ; that M.jor Davie, commanding 
the garrifon these, cxpitulaed on the 
following day; and that after he left the fort 
all the knglith foldiers who accompanied 
him were treacheroufly murdered in cold 
blood. 1 cannot heheve that Major Davie 
woul! have confented to evacuate, on ary 
terms lefs favourable than thofe ftated in 
the depofition ; viz, of being allowed 
proceed with arms and ammanition, and 
without muleftation, to Trineomalée, and 
that care fhould be taken of the fick whom 
he left behind; for the fort was rendeied, 
in the opinion of moft niltaty men, tena- 
ble agamit any force that was dikely to be 
braughe peaint it, and large fupplies of 
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ifions had been fent thither, in addition 

tothefe which Liecut.-col. Barbut declared 
to be fufficient f& r 6 months’ confumption, 
2 months ago. Lieut. Husikiffon wos alfo « 
onthe road from Trincomalés (as Major 
Davie muit have. known) with 100 doo- 
lies, under an efcort of sc Malays; and 
when-I heard of the breach of the truce,’ T 
ordered Lieut-col. Hunter to proceed from 
Trincomalée with 200 of his Majefty’s gth 
regiment, and so Malays, to fecure the 
evacuation, which (had it heen delaved for 
a fortnight} would have been faiely ettected. 
But what | can fill lefs account for is, 
that Major Dvie, having obtained fuch 
terms, thould have confented to lay down 
his arms, when he muft have felt that the 
perfon who infifted on fuch an infra&ion 
of agreement could have no other defign 
but that of mardering him and fis men, 
and when he maft, in common with all 
the army, have known that a corps of 40 
Europeans in good health, and of 200 Ma- 
lays, might cut their way through any army 
of Candians to any part of the [flund. In- 
deed, Capt. Mudge, late commandant of 
Fort Macdowall, bronght off his men in 
circamttances of as great difficulty; and a 
fmall detachment of a2 invalid Malays, 1¢ 
convalefcents of the 19th regiment from 
Candi, and 60 Sepoys under Licot. Nixon, 
Enfign Gra t, and Enfign Smellic, de- 
fended themfelves in a miferable litle fort 
of fafcines at Dembadeni:, for more than 
a week, againft an immenfe multitude 
colleéted by the fecond Adagaar, after 
they had expended their ammunition, ull 
they wete relieved by a detachment of 50 
Europeans and as many Sepoys, whom [ 
fent uader the command of Capt. Blackall 
of the 51 to bring them down, im winch 
he has fucceede! without lofs. Under the 
oppreffion of fo dreadful a misforcane, it is 
fatisfa€tory to me to ftate, that an opinion 
formed of a fpirit of defeétion im his Ma- 
jefty’s Malay reciment is perfeétiy un- 
founded. Some individuals of that corps had, 
indeed, deferted from Candi ; but the great 
majority, including all officers ot influence 
and refpefability, were ttaanch to the end. 
Thofe who, after the Englith were fepa- 
rated from them, were forced into the 
Caudian fervice, are certainly not hlame- 
able ; and of thofe, 5 have already efcaped 
and arrived here, who fay that all the 
others are ready to fallow their examole. 
The Princes of that na ion, who are fetthed 
at Columbo, waited on me, as foon as the 
melancholy intelligence arrived, to aflure 
meof their regret and indignation at hear- 
ing that any Malays had deterted, and of 
heir invariable attachment to the Brith 
Government.

M.ihinage Jowmnes, of the Retonmed 
Religion, being daly fwors, depofech, that, 
the 6th of jail month, he was fent, along 


with yt other Lafcoryn‘, by the Town- 
major to Kandi; thatthe pafled at Negum- 
bo, where dooles were pot under their 
charge ; and that he arrived at Kamdi, after 
a ronte of about 12 days; and that the Laf- 
coryns delivered up the doolies and o*ie: 
ftores which were under their charge, to 
the Englith gentlemen. After remaming 
there 3 days, they were ordered to teturn 
to Columbo with 12 doolies, in rt 
of which were fick Europeéansy and one 
which contained baggege. Thefe doolies, 
with 12 European foldiers as an efcort, 
paffed the river, and ftopped upon the op- 
pofite five; that the fame day he heard 
firing at Candi; that a great many Coolies, 
upon hearing the firing, attemp'ed to pafs 
the river, but were ftopped by a Malay 
fentry. Several Candians approached the 
place where the doolics and the fick were, 
aud fired upon them, wiuch were returned 
by the Enropeans.and 12 Malays who 
were pofted there. They fired till their 
ammunition was expended, when the M}- 
lays jamp-d into the river, and the Euro- 
pern officer who commanded the detach- 
ment did the (sme. He does not know what 
became of all the European foldiers, of 
whom he only fiw 3 crofs the river, and r 
killed by the Candians, That-the Lafcars, 
who ferred the ¢:nnon at that poll, threw 
the cannon into the river and patfed to 
Candr, and that he followed their example 
and efcaped to Candi; that be does not 
know what became of the fick who were 
in the doolies. He went firft to the Man- 
dore, where he had been before; but, find- 
ing many Candians there, he got into the 
palace, and remained in the court where 
the Melay foldiers were. The firing con- 
tinued until 2 o'clock, when a w hie fleg 
was hoitted from the p.tace, and the firing 
ceafed. That Mujor Divie, the Captain 
of Artillery, and a Luropeaa Malay officer 
who {poke Malay, and 2 or 3 Malay extive 
officers, went to the Adagaar, and re- 
turned foon after with an ola from the 
Adigaar, which he hinfelf read, importing 
thar the whote meht proceed to Trinco- 
malée withoar receiving avy molettation ; 
and that the fick fhould be taken care of, 
and have medicmwe given to them until they 
were well, when they might either go tv 
Columbo, or ftay at Kandi. The garrifon 
fet out on Friday, with their arms and am- 
munition, at 5 in the evening, to Allungan- 
tutte, where they remained all mght, ex- 
pled toa very heavy rain, he thedeponent 
being with them. On Saturday morning 
Major Davie ordered a raft to be made, to 
prfs the river ; feveral Kandians came, and 
denanded Miotoo Sawmy, who, they 
faid, was notat Kandi. They feized upon 
him, and carmed him off. Mootoo Sawmy 
give his fword toM-jor Davie. The Kan- 
d.ans told Major Davie, that it was va- 
necellary to make salts, a8 next day a 
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number of doneys weuld be procured, in 
. whieh they might all pafs. Next day, 
however, Sunday, no doneys came, and it 
was propufed to fend fome perfon acrofs 
the river to faften a cord by which they 
might pafs; that he, the deponent, fwam 
acrofs the river, and faflened a cord to 
the other fide, after which he retorne:!, 
but while he was doing fo, a Kandian cut 
the cord, Soon afterwards there came an 
order from the Adigaar to Major Davie; to 
make his men lay down their arms, and re- 
turn to Kandi, which, after fome time, 


they dul; that, between Kandi and Allun- , 


gantoite, there is a village called Geven- 
toite, where 2 cannons were placed; ald 
where the Malsys were order-d to feparate 
from the reft, and proceed to Candi, which 
they all did, «xcep! 4 native officers, whore- 
maimed with Major Davie. Soon atterwards 
ail tha prifoners were taken 2 by 2, and de- 
. livered over to Kandians, who took them to 
a little diftance and cut their heads off; that 
they were likewife going to kill the wo- 
men, but this was put a flop to by order of 
the Adigaar. Major Dawe, with the cap- 
tain of Arullery, with the 4 Malay officers 
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who had not followed their eountrymen, 
were carried off, as he fuppofes, to the 
Adigaar. fhe Sepovs and Bengal Lafcars 
were not put-to desth, A Malay fervan 
of Capt. Nouradin, wom be faw, told him 
that the 2 Englith officers, and the 4 Malays 
were with the Adigaar, Upon Monday 
he faw che 2 Enzlith officer>, and was told 
they were to be carried to Hargaroonket, 
where the King was. In the evening of 
that day the Adigaar collected all the éf. 
feéts which the Englith had left; and or. 
dered the cannon to be fired -without ball, 
as a mark of rejoicing. Thaty having heard 
afterwards that the Coolies, Lafcotyns, &c. 
might return, he fet out on Friday night, 
and came to Columbo yefterday evening, 
the sth of Joly.

ABSTRACT OF FOREIGN OCCURRENCES. 


FRANCE. 
The Monitenr of the 17th of Jrnuary 


contamed a lung artcle, figned by the Firft 
Coniul avd his fecretary Maret; which 
may be confidered a8 fperior in import- 
ance to any thet has been pitblifhed fiute 
the memorable paper wiiich preceded the 
Declaration of War. 

The prefent article is entitled an “ Ex- 
pofition of the State of the Repablic on the 16% 
gone: 1804 5" and its objeét it, as may 

teadily conjefured, to calumniate and 
abufe the Britith Government for refortng 
to arms, whle the tranquil and flourifhing 
fitu-tion of the Repubtic is held forth as a 
prefage of the tuccefs of its enterprfes. 
It is firtt repref-nted as haymg heen forced 
to chinge its attitude, though it b«s not 
changed its real fituation, but retains, in 
the knowledge of iss ftrength, the proof of 
its profpe: ity. 

“An entire tranquillty (fays this Ma- 
nifefv) prevailed in the interior of France, 
when, at the commenement of the laf 
year, we entertained bopes of a permanent 
pesce; and every thing bas remained tran- 
yuil, though a jealous Power hes rekindled 
the torch ef war; but ths event has effeted 
2 more complete uniwn of jn tere fts and opi- 
tons, while the public fpirt has burit 
forth with redoubled energy.” 

After this confolsto:y preface, the Con- 
fu', who may be litervily confidered as the 
fpeaker, proceeds to give » fommary of his 
fate tours in which he obie: ves, that his 


ears were every where faluted with /entis 
wments Of indignation tialy French; aud be 
difcov ered, in the hatred of the people to 
that Government which is thé enemy of 
their profperity, a fill greater proof of 
their attachment to their country, and their 
refignation to their fate, than appeared by 
the general fhouts of joy and teftimonies of 
perfonal affection. In all the Departments 
the Minifiers of . Religicn bave wled their in- 
fluerce to encourage this fpontaneous emo- 
tion, and depo's of arms hidden by the fu- 
gitive rebels have been delivered up to the 

Mogift; ates on the firtt fignal of danger. 
The Britith Government are next accufed 
of endeavouring to land on the French 
cortt thofe Royalifts (monfres) whom they 
have encouraged during the peace, in order 
to effet arevilt; but it is aff rted that fuch 
altempts will be futile, as the people are 
reconciled by experience to the wifdom 
and juftice of their laws.—The late infor- 
retion in La Vencée is then alluded to, 
and attributed to the diforderly condud of 
the yeung conferipts; but it was foon fup- 
pretted by a general combination of<iu- 
Zens, priefis, folde:s, and even thole 
who on former occafions were the pro- 
m< ters of the troubles. As a proof that the 
imMprovemen's avifing from times of peace 
have not been interrupted by the war, a 
fketci is given of the prefent advanced fi- 
tustion of the Legiflitive Body, the Elec 
toral Cojleges, and particularly of the Le- 
gion of Honour, admiffion to which can 
only 
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only be gained by ftriking proofs of bonour- 
able praits of ambition. The Council of 
State, the Lycea, and Secondary Schools, 
the Prytaneum, &c. receive a proportionate 
thare of praife.—From thefe the article 
paffes to a review of different parts of the 
territory of the Republic, the @.té of its 
fortifications, the building of new bridges, 
conftruation of roads. cutting of canals, de- 
ficcation of marthes, &c. ; while the funds 
which are required for thefe undertakings 
are (aid tu be contained in the budget of the 
t2th year.—The great improvements exe- 
cuted at the different harbours are then 
fpecified. The finances are faid to he in 
the molt profperous ftate : the receipts of 
the laft year have exceeded the previous 
calculations, and the direct contributions 
are obtained with more eafe than hereto- 
fore : the credit of the country is faupported 
in fpite of the fhocks of war and rumours 
of the interefted ; and the public treafury 
defrays the expences of the Colonies, either 
by the direct tranfmiffion of money, or by 
operations on the continent of America.-— 
The article then reverts t» the Wifes of the 
French people and their Gove: nment, for 
a permanent peace, as it was to its future 
profperity that the Republic was to be in- 
debted for all its glary.—With this view, 


their arts were encouraged, their thips were 


difperfed over the feas ; no armaments were 
fn their ports, nothing of a threatening na- 
ture appeared on their frontiers :—“ This 
then,” obferves the Confu!, ** was the mo- 
ment which the Britith Government chofe 
to alarm its Nation, to cover the Channel 
* with thips, to infult our Commerce by in- 
jarious infpections, and our coafts and ports, 
as well as thofe of our allies, by the pre- 
fence of its menacing forces. —* [f on the 
ryth Ventofe of the 11th year, there ex- 
ifled any extraordinary armament in the 
ports of Prance and Hollaid; if a fingle 
preparation was made in them to which 
the moft remo‘e fafpicion could give a fi- 
nifter interpretation, then we ase the ag- 
gretfors, the Meffage of the King of Eng- 
jand and bis hottile attitude lave been ren- 
dered neceffary by a legitimate precaution ; 
and the Eoglith People had a right to be- 
leve that we threatened their indepen- 
dence, their religion, their conftitution : 
But if the affertions of the Metiage were 
falle, if they were contradited by the opi- 
nion of Europe, as welll as by the confcience 
of the Britifh Government, then that Go- 
vernment have deceived their Nation ; they 
have deceived it by precipitating it without 
reflection into a war, the terrible effeAs of 
which now begin to be felt in England, and 
the refalts of which may be decifive of i's 
future deftiny. The aggreffor, however, 
Ought alone to anfwer for the calamities 
which affié& humanity.— Malta, the 
caufe of this war, was in the power of the 
Engiith; it remained with France to arm 
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to effe& its independence; it was France 
who waited iv fileuce for the juflice of 
England, and it was England who began 
the war, even without a declaration - - 
Tobago and St. Lucia were defencelei-, 
and were obliged to furrender to the fitt 
force which appeared; bet our great colo- 
nies are yet preferved, and the attacks 
made againft them by the enemy have 
proved fruitlefs.”—“ Hanover is in our 
power: 25,000 of the beft troops of the 
énemy have laid down their arms, and be- 
come prifoners of war. Our cavalry has 
been remonnted at the expence of that of 
the enemy; and a poffeilion which was 
dear to the King of England is in our 
hands, a pledge of that juftice which he 
will be compelied to render to us.—On the 
feas, Britith defpotifm daily adds to its ulur- 
pations; in the laft war it Rrack terror iw 
to the neutral nations, by arrogating to it~ 
felf an inimical and revolting pretenfon 
of declaring their whole coalt in a fate of 
fiege: in - prefent war, it has juit aug- 
mented its moniirous code by the pretendest 
right oF blockading rivers and canals.—if 
the King of England has fworn tocontinue 
the war till he fhali have reduced France to 
fign fuch ¢ifhonourable treaties as formerly 
expofed iis misfortune and weaknefs, then 
the war.will be long. France confenied 
in the Treaty of Amiens to moderete con- 
ditions; the will never acknowledge any 
lefs favourable—oay more, the will never 
acknowledge in the Britith Government the 
right of fulfilling their engagements only as 
may ful the progreffive calculations of ther 
ambition, nur the right of tequirirg far- 
ther guarantees than thofe which bad been 
faithfully pledged. But, if the Treaty of 
Amiens has not been executed, how can 
we expect, in regard to a new one, a faith 
more holy, or oaths more facred ?—Loui- 
fiana is henceforth unied tothe American 
States; in that quarter we fhall preferve 
friends, whofe remembrance of a common 
origin will always attach them to our inte- 
reft, while favourable commercial relutions 
will unite their profperhy with ons. The 
United States are indebted to France for 
their independence ; they will henceforth 
owe to us their flrength and grandcur.—- 
Spain remains nevtral.— Helvetia is re-clia- 
blifhed in her conititution, wiich has fuf- 
fered no change but what has been ren- 
dered neceffary by lapfe of time, and change 
of opiniens. The retreat of our troops 
from this country is a proof of its internul 
fecuriiy, end of the end of tts diffentions. 
The antient weaties huve been :euewed, 
and France has regained her olde!t and 
mof faithful ally.—Peace re‘gns in la'y; 
a divifien of the army of the lalian Re- 
public 1s at this tume crofling Fi ance, te en- 
camp with our own on the fea-coait. [hele 
battalions wil there meet with innumerable 
imitances of that patience, braveiy, and 
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heroifm, which diftinguithed their anceftors. 
—The Ottoman Empire, fatigued by in- 
trigees, will gain by the intereit of France 
the fupport of antient alliances.—The tran- 
quillity given to the Continent by the Treaty 
of Luneville is fecured “by the laft adts of 
the Diet of Ratifbon. The enlightened in- 
tereft of great powers, the fidelity of the 
French Government in cultwating with 
them relations of friendfhip; the juftice, 
energy, and the forces of the Republic, will 
guorantee ir. (Signed) Bonaparte.

General Murat, the brother-in law of 
the Firft Confu', has a falary of 300,070 
francs, about 13,cecl. as Governor uf 
Paris. 

Menon has heen appointed a Member of 
the Legion of Honour, and has taken the 
oath at Turin. . 

Two Royslifts have been executed, on a 
charge of Seing employed in a new infernal 
machine confpiracy agauift the Firft Conful 
fine the peace of Amens. * 

All the intelligence from France proves 
the extreme telu€tance fhewn by the con- 
fcripts to engage in the war.—Out of 183 
conferip's, forming the firft detachment uf 
the Department of the Mofelle, 144 de- 
ferted; and of 206 of the fecond detach- 
ment, crly 66 arrived at the depot.—A- 
mong tire defpotic means adopted to pre- 
vent fuch defertions, the re/ations and children 
of the off.nders are dragged to prifon, and 
2 fine is impofed upon the family to the 
amount of rsco livres. lt is further af- 
ferted, that every confcript is to be thot, 
who hall be found in the late infurgent 
departments, or on his way to them ; and 
they are to be condemned on a fummary 
triat before a military commiffion. 

Private accounts have been received from 
Paris, that a banditti, of Irith rebels are 
ready to-embark in the expedition againtt 
Ireland; and that in the printed proclama- 
tions to be diftributed on their landing, 
perfe&t independence is promifed to that 
eountry. 

A robbery of an extraordinary nature 
was fately committed im Paris: it confilted 
of a five coronet of emeralds, the property 
of a Madame Demidoff ; and the sobber 
proves to be the Counteis of Schwiechelr, 
a young and beautiful Lady from Hanover. 
She had made herfelf acquainted with the 
place where it was kept, and at a ball given 
by its owner, the Hznoverian Lady con- 
trived to purloin it. The theft has been 
preved, and the beantiful thief condu@ed 
to pr.fom. Her youth and rank in life 
have induced many perfons to folicit her 
pardon ; but it 1s geveraily believed that 
Buonoparte wileave her to the pooifhment 
w whch the hes been condemned. The 
love of play, and to vepar the immediate 
lefs of g¢,c00 hivees, tmp ted this Lady to 
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commit the offence.—Her fentence is, im- 
prifonment in La Salpeuiese for 2 years; 
and to ftand four hours in the pillory. 

By letters from Nantz, Rennes, and 
Chartres, it appears that confiderable da- 
mage has been done to a.great number of 
houfes and other buildings by the late ftorms, 
At Chartres the lead was torn from the 
roof of the Ciurch of Nétre Dame, in 
pieces of {even or cight feet in length, and 
conveyed through the air like theets of paper. 

HOLLAND. 

A very fevere thock of an earthquake 
was felt at the Hague towards the ead of 
laft month; which phzaomenon was alfo 
obferved at Rotterdam, Haarlem, Schie- 
dam, and Maafflins. in the laft of thefe 
cities, the chandeliers of the Reformed 
Church were in motion during the time of 
divine fervice, fo as to be frequently re- 
moved between two and three feet from 
their ufual pofition. The direétion of this 
motion was from Weft to Eat. 

Letters from the Texel, dated Jan. 25, 
ftate, that on that day a flag of truce came 
out, with a letter of thanks from Adm, De 
Winter, to Adm. Thornborough, for his 
attention to fome Dutch pilts.—Adm. de 
Wiater is faid to have refufed to take the 
command of the Dutch ficet in the expedi- 
tion againfit England, aod to have thus 
drawn upon himfelf the indignation of tue 
Fir Coofal. 

A very fevere decree has been poblithed 
in Holland, refpecting the fate ot thole fo- 
reign officers and foldiers who may be made 
prifoners in the projeéted expedition. 
They are to forfeit to Government. what 
pay may be duc to them; the time during 
which they muy be prifoners is not to be 
taken into account; and if they do got re- 
turn when releafed, they are to be treated 
as deferters. Prifoners of war are imme- 
diately to be replaced by French recruits. 
Officers made prifoners to be debarred a‘- 
vancement while in that fitwation, and to 
be replaced by thofe who do not permit 
themfelves to be made captives, &c.— [This 
Frociamation, however, has, it is fa, 
beeu recalled, in confequence of a {pirited 
remonftrance of the Officers of the garrifon 
of Amfterdam, who threatened to refign if 
the meature alluded to was perfifted in.] 

Bc fides the new- taxes already fpecified, 
the Dutch Government has refolved on a 
new contribution on the property and in- 
come of all the inhabitants of the Republic, 
to the amount of 40,000,cc0 of flurins, to 
provide for the extraordinary expenditure 
of the prefent year.—Tie contributorsgo 
this tax are divided into 32 clafics:—she 
firft clafs pays 16,000, the fccond 14,000, 
the thd £2,coo, dc. the gift 7, aud the 
32d 3 fl-vins. This coatmbuation is to.be 
ped on cath, or in negotiate ftate paper, 
a: four infttalments ” eco 

The Dutc Council of War publicly 
pailed 
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paffed fentence on the 16th ult. on Adm. 
Storey, and the Captains Van de Capellin, 
and Van Braam, who laft war gave up their 
fleet in the Viieter to the Englith. They 
are declared difgraced, perjured, and infa- 
mows, degrade: from their pofts, and ba- 
nifhtd the Republic. 
ITALY. 

The Chief Conful, under pretext that pre- 
parations were making in Naples for the 
reception of an Englifh force, bas given 
orders for the march of 50,000 men. The 
fralian troops which have been drawn 
from Cifalpia, to augment the bordes on 
the fhores of the Channel, have been re- 
placed by confcripts from France; and 
numerous corps from the Rhine and the in- 
terior have been poured into Italy. 

Lucien Buonaparte arrived at Rome the 
beginning of January; and, after vifiting 
his fitter, the Princefs Borghefe, continued 
his journey to Naples, 

HANOVER. 

The French have carried away the celc- 
brated boring machine, in the cannon 
foundery at Hanover, the value of which 
is eRtimated at 2,000,000 of florins, 

- A new requifition of 1000 horfes and a 
quantity of great coats has been made, and 
an additional fum of 1,600,000 francs has 
been demanded, for the ufe of the troops. 
The French are alfo carrying off the can- 
non from the different fortreffes. 

GERMANY. 

France is bufied in attempts ftill for- 
ther to humble the Hoofe of Auftria, 
and the Confalar Court too foccefsfully 
labours to involve Pruilia and Bavaria in 
its projets, 

Preparations are making for the ev- 
campment of 90,0c0 Auftrians, early in 
the {pring. 

TheAuftrian frontier garrifons have been 
Rtrongly reinforced ; and a camp is to be 
formed in the neighbcurhood of Vicenza as 
foon as the feafon will admit. 

The Emperor of Germany lately offered 
to the Chief Conful a proje&t for adjutting 
the differences between England and 
France ; wheo the latter haugh ily replied, 
that his Majefty might more profitably em- 
ploy himfelf in adjutting, in the interior of 
a own Empire, fuch articles of the Treaty 

of Laneviile as remained unfettled. The 
anfwer has naturally excited a ftrong de- 
gree of furene!s and offence in the Imperial 
Cabinet. 

We learn, by letters from Vienna, that 
a clofe alliance between the two Imperial 
Cabinets is on the eve of conclufion. Count 
Marcow (the late Roffian Ambaffador to 
France) continued at Vienna on the 2oth 
ult. and had dined séte-d-ré:e with the Em- 
peror ; an honour to which no foreign fub- 
jet, however elevated his rank, or diftin- 
guithed- bis miffion, had before been ade 
anes. 
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Letters from Hamburgh repeat the re- 
ports of a negotiation between the Courts 
of Vienna and Peterfburg ; and add, that 
the Emperor of Germany -is about to fend 
an Ambaflador Extraordinary to Ruffia. 

Not only the Emperor, as Head of the 
Empire, has given in a note at Paris in fa- 
veur of the Equeftrian Order; but the 
EleGors of Wirtemberg and Baden have 
made applications on the fame fubjeé to 
the French Government and the Court of 
Peterfbu:g, as a guarantecing Power of 
the new fy ftem of the Empire. 

RUSSIA, &c. 

A letter from St. Peterfburg of the 
2oth ult. ftates,.that the plan propofed by 
Admiral Tchitfchagoff, for increafing the 
ative naval force of Kuffia to 35 thips of 
wer, has been approved by his Imperial 
Majetty. 

An article from S:ockholm, of the 2oth 
ult. correborates the report of the jealoufy 
which the condu& of France has excited 
among the Powers of the North; and adds, 
that another levy of Ruflian troops, to the 
amount of 80,070 men, has been ordered 
by his Imperia! Majefty, who has detere 
mined to take Denmark under his protec- 
tion.—The alarm of a vifit from the French 
is reported to be fe prevalent in Denm.rk, 
as greatly to deprefs the commercial tpecu- 
lations of that country. 

SPAIN. 

Fan. 13. Between 5 and 6 this evening, 
a fmart fhock of an earthqueke was felt at 
Madrid. “The direGtion of the thock was 
from North to South; and was felt at fevee 
ral places on the coaftt of Holland. One 
nearly fimilar was felt there at the time of 
the earthquake at Lifbon. 

The Spanith filver thips, we learn by 
letters from Madrid, bave all arrived in 
fafety. The quantity of piafters brought 
home by them exceeds fixty-feven mi'lions ! 

The plague at Malaga has ceafed, and 
Te Deum has been chaunted on the ocesfion. 
Between 7 and 8coo periows have fallen 
victims to this difeate. 

TURKEY. 

The Plenipotentiaries fent to Conftanti- 
pople by the Beys left that city the begin. 
ning of December, on their return, with a 
Convention, by which the Grand Seignior 
grants to the Beys an unconditional am- 
nefty. He guarantees to them all the rigits 
which they formerly enjoyed in Ex. ~, 
and the Beys ergage to fend covfide. .b’e 
prefents to Mecca. They will! fabm: allo 
to the new meafures adopted for the cullec- 
tion of impofts through the empire. 

A refra€tory Pacha, named Mana Ibra- 
him, who had mode predatory inroads in 
Wallachia, was lately overcome in the fol- 
lowing manner: The Pacha of Ruf htfchok 
invited him to an interview. He c.me with 
15 attendants ; and wascut to pieces, toge- 
ther w h them, in the palace. , + 

he 
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The Capitan Pacha lately died at Conftan- 
tinople. Various reports are circulated as 
to the manner of his death, as it was known 
that a great enmity exifted between him 
and the Grand V z:er. . 

A French officer has been making fur- 
veys in the Morea, in the manoer of Se- 
baftiani. ; 

The Janiffsries, by accounts of the 23d 
of November, retained the government of 
Semlin. Their chiefs are four in number, 
each of whom has in his fervice go or 1-0 
menial fervants, and a guard of 200 fol- 
diers. They expend 120,000 piaftres per 
agnunr, at the expence of the publick, and 
privately fave double this fum. They are 
in a clofe alliance with Pafwan Oglou; and 
their force amouats to at leait $0,co2 men.

The followmg leer on the ttate of his 
affairs, was this day addretfed by Alderman 
Boydell to his friend Sir John W. Anderton, 
read by the latter in the Houfe. of Com- 
mons, when applying for leave to difpufe 
of the paintings, &c. by lottery : 

Dear Sir, Cheapfide, Feb. 4. 

Ths kindnets with which you have un 
dertaken to reprefent my cafe, catls upon 
me to lay ope to you, with the utmoft 
candour, the circumftances attending it, 
which | will now endeavour to do as briefly 
as poilible. It is above 60 years fince I 
bega to fudy the art of engraving, in the 
courfe of which time, befules employing 
that long period of life in my profeffion, 
with ao indoftry and affiduity that would 
be improper in me to defcribe, L have laid 
ont with my beethrén, in promoting the 
conmmerce of the Fine Arts in this country, 
above 350,000/, Wheal firft began bu- 
finefs, the whgle commerce of prints in 
this country confifted in importing foreiga 
prints, principally from France, to tupply 
the cabinets of the curiwus in this kingdom. 
Impretied with the idea that the genius of 
our own countrymen, if properly encou- 
raged, was equal to that of foreigners, I 
fet about eftablifhing a Scé20/ of Engraving 
‘x England; with what fuccefs the publick 


are well acquainted, It is, perhaps, at 
prefent fufficient ta fay, that the whole 
courfe of that commerce is changed; very 
few prints being now imported into. this 
country, while the foreign market is prin- 
cipally fupplied with prints fram England. 
In eff-Aing this favourite plan, I have nog 
only fpent a long life, but have employed 
near 42 years of the labour of my nephew, 
Jofiah Boydell, who has been bred to the 
bufinefs, and whofe affiftance during that 
period has been greatly inftrumental in pro- 
moting a School of Engraving in this coun- 
try. By the bieffing of Providence, thefe 
exertions have been very fuceefsful ; not 
only in that refpect, but in a commercial 
point of view; for, the large fums I regu- 
larly received from the Continent, previous 
to the French Revolution, for impreflions 
taken feom the numerous pistes engraved 
in England, encouraged me to attempt alfo 
an Englifh School of Hiforical Paigting. | 
had obferved with indignation, that the 
want of fueh a f{chool had been long mace 
a favourite topic of opprobrium againft this 
coua'ry among foreignwriters on national 
tate. No fabjeét, therefore, could be 
More appropriate for fuch a uational at- 
temp', than England’s infpired Poet, and 
gveat painter of nature, Suakfpeare; and 
I flatter myfelf, the moft prejudiced fo- 
reigner mutt allow that the Shak{peare 
Gallery wi'] convince the world, that Eng- 
lithmen want nothing but the fottering hand 
of encouragement to bring forth their ge- 
nius in this ine of art. ‘1 might go further; 
and defy any of the Italian, Flemith, or 
French Schools, to fhow, in fo fhort a 
{pace of time, fuch an exertion as the 
Shakfpeare Gallery ; and if they could 
have made fuch an exertion, the pictures 
would have been marked with all that 
monotonous famenefs which diftinguifhes 
thofe different fchools, Whereas in the 
Sbakfpeare Gallery every artift, partaking 
of the free/om of his country, and endowed 
with that originality of thinking fo peculiar 
to its natives, has chofen his own road to 
what he conceived to be excelience, un- 
fh.ckled by the favith imitation and uni- 
f ranty that pervade all the foreign fclools, 
This Gallery 1 once flattered myfelf with 
heing ableto bave left to that generous pub- 
lick, who have for fo long a period en- 
couraged my undertakings ; but unfortu- 
nately for thofe, connected with the Fine 
Arts, a Vandalick Revolution has arifen, 
which, in convulfing all Europe, has en- 
tirely extinguifthed, excert in this happy 
ifland, all thofe who had the tafte or the 
power to promote thofe arts; while the 
tyrant that at prefent governs France, tells 
that believing and befotted nation, that in 
Wie midit of all bis robbery and rapine, he 
is a great patron and promoter of the Fine 
Arts; jut as if thofe arts that humanize 
and poli} mankind coyld be promoted by 
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fach means an? by fnch aman. You will 
exsufe, my cesar Sir, [ am fore, fome 
warmth in an old man on this fubje@, 
when [ inform you, that this unhappy Re- 
yolution has cut up by the roots that re- 
yenus from the Continent which enabled 
me to undertake fuch confiderable works 
in this country. At the fame time as I am 
laying my cafe fairly before you, it fhoald 
not be defgurfed, that my natural euthufiafm 
fer promoting the Fine Arts,(perhaps buoved 
up by fuccefs), male me improvident. For 
hid T laiw by but ten pounds out of every 
hundred pounds my plates produced, 1 
fhould nct dew have had occafion to trou- 
ble my friends, or appeal to the Publick ; 
but on the contrary, f flew with impatience 
to employ fome’new artift with the whote 
gains of my former undertakings. 1 fee 
too late my error; for I have thereby ce- 
creafed my ready money, and increafed my 
ftock of copper piates to fuch a fize, that 
all the printfellers in Europe could not puv- 
chafe it, efpecially at thefe times fo unfa- 
yourable to the Arts. Having thus candidly 
owned my error, I have but one werd to 
fay in extenuation, My receipts from a- 
broad had been fo large, and continued fo 
regular, that ( at all times found them fully 
adequate to fopport my undertskings at 
bome—I could not calculate on the prefent 
crifis, which has totally annihilated them— 
I certainly calculated on fome defalcation 
of thefe receipts, by a French and -Spanith 
war, or both; but with France or Spaiy: I 
carried on but littl commerce—Flanders, 
Holland, and Germany, who, no doubt, 
fapplied the reft of Europe, were the great 
Marts; but alas! they are now no more. 
The convulfion that has disjointed and 
ruined the who'e Continent, I did not fore- 
fee—I know no man tht did. On that 
head, therefore, though it has nearly ruined 
me and mine, I can take but little blame 
tomyfelf, In this ftate of things, I throw 
myfeif with confidence upon that publics, 
who las always been but too partial to my 
poor endeavours, for the difpofal of that 
which, in happier days, I flattered myfelf 
to have prefented tothem, I know of no 
meaus by which that can be effefted juit 
now but by a Lotrery; and if the Legitla- 
ture will have the goodnels to grant a per- 
mifien for that parpofe, they wll at leaft 
have the affurance of the even tenour of a 
Jong life, that it will be fairly and honour- 
ably conducted. The objects of it are my 
pictures, galleries, drawings, &c. &c. which, 
unconnected with my cupper plates and 
trade, are much more than fufficient to 
pay, if properly difpofed of, all 1 owe in 
the world, 1 hope you, my dear Sir, and 
every honeft man, at any age, will feel for 
my anxiety to difcharge my debts, but at 
my advanced age of 35, I feel it becomes 
doubly defirable. IL am, dear Sir, with 
great regard, your obedient and obliged 
Servant, Joun Boypeu.

much blood about it; a large quantity of 
clotted blood was, however, difcovered 
within ro rods of the gate, in the fame 
field, which leads into the road, which no 
doubt came from the wounds of the de- 
ceafed ; but, what appeared moft extraor- 
dinary, there was a diftance of near 300 
yards from the ditch where the deceafed 
was found to the {pot where the blood lay, 
aod no marks could be diftinguifhed fuffi- 
cient to warrant the fuppofition that the 
deceafed ran or walked that diftance after 
fauch a confiderable lofs of blood. . The de- 
ceafed’s cloaths were not torn, nor could 
any inftrument be found, notwithftanding 
the ftriéteft fearch was made. A furgeon 
of Brentwood examined the body of the de- 
ceafed, and found the left jugular and wind- 
pipe both divided ; there appeared to be 
three cuts upon the neck, two of them 
three inches in depth and three in length ; 
but on no other parts of the body were 
any marks of violence. The evidence 
given by Mr, Finch, baker, of Brentwood, 
before the Coroner’s Jury, would almoft 
lead us to doubt, at the time fpoken of, 
the fanity of the deceafed : Mr. Finch was 
in company with Mr. Pavie on the Thurf- 
day and Friday evening previous to his 
death, and obferved fomething unufual in 
bis manner, foch as being very harth and 
crofs, and did not take that notice of him 
which be was accuftomed todo. Mr. Finch 
alfo faw the deceafed the morning previeus 
to his death, when the deceafed did not take 
any notice of him until be {poke to him, 
which wes very different from his former 
condudt. The Jury, after {pending a con- 
fiderable time im confultation, returned a 
verdiet of Wiiful Murder, againft fome 
perfon or perfons unknown. Io the pocke's 
of the deceafed were a pocket-book, con- 
taining a 21. and fix iL notes, a guigca, 
and two cafes of inftruments.
